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FORWARDED 


During  the  year,  special  measures  were  taken  to  control  and 
eradicate  the  epidemics  of  Cholera  and  Small-pox  in  the  City.  Free 
Midday  meals  and  milk  provided  for  school  children,  opening  of  new 
Dispensaries,  Dhobikhana  and  an  additional  community  centre  were 
beneficial  to  the  public.  The  report  of  the  Health  Officer  will  give  an  idea 
as  to  how  the  health  administration  in  the  City  was  organised  and 
improvements  effected  in  all  the  fields  of  health  service  during  the  year 
1962.

Cholera,  after  a  lull  of  about  3  years,  emerged  in  an  epidemic 
form  from  the  middle  of  October  1962  in  the  City  resulting  in  the 
admission  of  111  cases  from  the  City  and  32  cases  from  the  suburbs 
during  the  year  but  the  mortality  rate  was  kept  at  6.3%  among  the  total 
treated  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

Small-pox  prevailed  in  an  endemic  form  throughout  the  year.  The 
total  number  of  admissions  from  the  City  was  1,463  and  from  the  mofussil 
is  108  as  against  3,666  and  187  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

Infant  mortality  has  declined  to  97.19  per  1,000  live  births  during 
the  year  against  115.79  recorded  in  the  previous  year.  The  death  of 
infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  was  recorded  as  7,350  against  8,365 

during  1961. 

There  was  slight  increase  in  the  Maternal  Mortality  in  the  City 
during  the  year.  It  was  1.60  against  1.11  in  the  previous  year  which  was 
to  some  extent  due  to  the  neglect  and  delay  on  the  part  of  the  public  in 
contacting  the  Maternity  Centres  in  spite  of  the  improved  facilities 
provided  there. 

The  National  Malaria  Eradication  Programme  showed  considera¬ 
ble  improvement  during  the  year  as  the  percentage  of  malaria  cases 
treated  in  the  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries  came  down  to  0.0007  as  against 
0.0008  of  the  last  year. 

Two  new  dispensaries  were  opened  in  the  City  during  the  year 
making  a  total  of  50  dispensaries,  and  8  special  clinics  and  one  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  were  also  maintained  during  the  year. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  Tondiarpet  rendered  useful 
services  to  the  public  in  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  besides 
imparting  training  to  Medical  and  Health  Officers  of  different  countries 
and  became  a  Research  Centre  for  Small-pox.  During  the  year  a  W.H.O. 
Inter-Regional  Seminar  on  Small-pox  was  held  in  Madras  in  the  month  of 
February  1962  and  this  Hospital  was  chosen  as  the  Centre  for  clinical 
demonstration  of  cases  and  discussions  in  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
Small-pox.  An  up-to-date  and  fully  equipped  Research  Laboratory  in 
collaboration  with  W.H.O.  was  also  inaugurated  on  the  23rd  November 
1962. 
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Medical  Inspection  of  schools  and  physical  care  of  children 
attending  Corporation  schools  received  attention. 

The  Laboratory  facilities  provided  by  the  health  administration 
continued  to  render  very  useful  service  to  the  public. 

The  Zoological  Gardens  continued  to  be  popular  and  attracted 
about  three  quarter  million  persons  including  school-children,  tourists 
and  citizens  of  the  City. 

• 

The  Child  Welfare  Scheme  continued  to  render  useful  service  to  the 
poorer  classes  in  the  City  during  1962.  The  care  of  children  and 
mothers  was  extended  through  45  Child  Welfare  Centres  21  of  which  have 
maternity  wards  with  a  total  bed  strength  of  301.  Out  of  the  total  number 
of  75,619  City  births,  28,531  labour  cases  came  under  the  care  and 
observation  of  the  Scheme  during  the  year  as  against  27,581  of  last  year. 

The  Midday  Meal  Scheme  continued  to  provide  nutritional  benefit 
to  the  poor  children  attending  the  various  Corporation  schools  in  the 
City.  Besides,  the  midday  meal,  the  re-constituted  milk  was  also 
supplied  to  the  children.  The  total  number  of  schools  which  received  the 
above  benefit  was  310  and  the  total  number  of  meals  supplied  on  each 
working  day  was  34,007  during  the  year. 

The  Family  Planning  Scheme  introduced  in  the  City  had  not  only 
provided  facilities  but  also  educated  number  of  married  people  in 
birth  control.  32  Father  and  44  Mother  Information  Centres  were 
maintained  till  the  month  of  November  and  on  7 — 11 — 1962  the  Father 
Information  Centres  were  abolished  retaining  the  Mother  Information 
Centres  alone  under  orders  of  Government. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  every  citizen  should  first  understand 
the  meaning  of  ‘good  health’  and  how  it  is  achieved  and  maintained. 
This  pre-supposes  an  understanding  of  causes  of  ill-health  and  the  methods 
adopted  to  eliminate  these  causes.  Stress  has  therefore  to  be  laid  more 
on  preventive  than  on  the  curative  side  as  ‘Prevention  is  better  than 
cure’.  The  Public  Health  Centre  ‘  Ashok  Vihar’  run  by  the  Corporation — 
the  first  of  its  kind  in  India — provides  opportunities  for  poor  families  in 
slums  to  develop  this  ideal.  During  the  year,  this  institution  continued 
to  do  useful  work. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Health  Officer,  the  Asst.  Health 
Officers,  the  Lady  Superintendent,  Child  Welfare  Scheme  and  their  staff, 
the  health  of  the  City,  on  the  whole,  was  maintained  at  a  fairly  satisfactory 
level,*  during  the  year  despite  the  out-break  of  epidemics  and  other 
handicaps.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  activities  of  Health  administration  in  the  City  reached  the  high 
lights  with  the  expansion  and  modernizing  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital,  Tondiarpef  besides  making  provision  for  two  new  Dispensaries, 
and  one  new  Dhobikhana.  The  responsibilities  of  the  health  personnel 
are  increasing  year  after  year  with  the  phenominal  increase  of  the  City’s 
population,  the  industries  and  new  colonies  coming  into  being  side  by 
side.  Every  effort  was  made  to  provide  the  essential  amenities  such  as 
better  sanitation,  free  medical  aid,  child  care,  protected  water  supply, 
etc.  Besides  the  task  of  infusing  civic  consciousness  from  person  to 
person,  family  to  family  and  street  to  street  with  the  aid  of  charts,  posters 
pictures,  models  and  health  and  hygiene  films  was  also  carried  on 
simultaniously. 

I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  my  SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
on  the  Health  Administration  of  the  City  during  the  year  1962  putting 
forth  few  salient  features  fox  the  information  of  the  readers  : 

Population  : 

t 

The  population  of  the  Madras  City  according  to  1961  Census 
was  17,25,216  as  against  the  mid-year  population  as  estimated  by  the 
Director-General  of  Health  Services  during  1962  was  17,71,000  while  the 
population  calculated  on  the  basis  of  natural  increase  i.e.  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  was  17,72,072.

Births  : 

During  the  year  1962,  the  total  number  of  births  registered  was 
75,619  with  an  increased  birth  rate  of  42'69  per  mille  as  against  72,237 
and  41*61  per  mille  respectively,  during  the  last  year. 

Deaths  : 

The  registration  of  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  reached 
to  28,763  and  the  rate  to  16.24  per  mille  as  against  32,494  and  18.71  per 
mille  of  the  previous  year. 

Infantile  Mortality : 

The  number  of  infantal  deaths  under  the  age  of  one  year  during 
the  year  was  recorded  as'  7,350  with  a  death  rate  of  97.19  per  1,000  live 
births  registered,  against  8,365  and  115.79  during  1961  - 

Maternal  Mortality  : 

During  the  year  under  review  the  maternal  deaths  and  mortality 
rate  was  slightly  increased  to  124  and  1.60  from  83  and  1.11  of  the  last 
year.  The  resultant  increase  was  largely  due  to  the  negligence  and  late 
approach  of  the  mothers  to  the  maternity  centres  for  confinement  even 
though  prompt  assistance  rendered  to  them  during  the  ante-natal  and 
post-natal  periods. 
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Epidemic  and  Endemic  Diseases  : 

The  year  under  report  had  witnessed  a  severe  epidemic  of  Cholera 
from  which  the  City  was  free  for  the  last  3  years.  The  total  number  of 
cases  reported  and  treated  was  777  from  the  City ,  and  32  from  the 
suburbs. 

Small-pox  was  prevalent  in  the  City  in  endemic  form  and  the 
number  of  cases  reported  for  treatment  was  1,463  from  the  City  and  108 
from  the  Moffusil.

Vaccination  and  Inoculation  : 

During  the  year  mass  vaccinations  and  inoculations  were  carried 
out  for  prevention  of  Small-pox  and  Cholera.  In  all  3,36,728  vaccinations 
against  Small-pox,  5,00,116  inoculations  against  Cholera  and  4,840  against 
Typhoid  were  performed.  To  facilitate  International  travellers  12,414 
Vaccination  and  Inoculation  certificates  were  also  issued. 


Anti-Mosquito  Operations  : 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Anti-mosquito  measures  were 
intensified  and  strengthened  throughout  the  City.  All  breeding  places 
such  as  storm  water  drains,  cutcha  drains,  rain  water  stagnations,  the 
cooum  and  Adyar  rivers,  Buckingham  Canal,  cess-pools  in  the  slums,  etc. 
were  thoroughly  attended  to  by  destroying  the  breeding  places.  Besides, 
anti-fly  measures  were  also  intensified  in  public  and  private  markets  and 
spraying  operations  were  carried  out  in  private  buildings  on  payment  of 
scheduled  charges. 

National  Malaria  Eradication  Programme  : 

The  National  Malaria  Eradication  Programme  which  is  a  Central 
Sponsored  Scheme  was  continued  in  the  City  on  an  intensive  scale  during 
1962  also.  The  scheme  is  intended  mainly  to  destroy  the  larval  and 
pupal  stages  of  Anopheles  in  water  collections.  The  Surveillance 
wing  of  the  N.  M.  E.  P.  was  also  continued  during  the  year.  Out  of 
32,91,211  examined  in  various  Corporation  dispensaries  o.362  cases  were 
diagnosed  as  malaria  which  shows  a  decline  in  percentage  from  0.0008 
to  0*0007  during  the  year  1962. 

« 

Medical  Relief  : 

The  citizens  of  Madras  were  provided  with  free  medical  aid  by 
maintaining  Hospital,  Dispensaries,  Child  welfare  and  Maternity  centres 
in  various  divisions  of  the  City.  More  care  was  bestowed  in  examining 
the  children  attending  Corporation  Schools  and  providing  suitable  medi¬ 
cal  relief. 

During  the  year  one  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  50  dispensaries, 
45  child  welfare  centres,  8  special  clinics  and  5  veterinary  dispensaries 
were  continued  to  render  good  service  to  the  Public. 
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Midday  Meal  Scheme :  • 

The  Midday  Meal  Scheme  of  the  Corporation  which  gained  wide 
popularity  continued  to  serve  the  poor  and  ill-nourished  children  attend¬ 
ing  the  Corporation  schools  during  this  year  also.  On  each  school 
working  day  34,007  meals  were  prepared  and  supplied  to  the  pupils  of 
310  schools  in  the  City. 

Laboratory  Services : 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  analysis  of  specimens  of  blood, 
urine,  motion,  etc.  for  correct  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  diseases,  the 
Food  Analyst  Laboratory  for  analysis  of  food  stuffs  sampled  for  enforc¬ 
ing  the  provisions  of  the  Prevention  of  Food  Adulteration  Act,  the  Water 
Analyst  Laboratory  for  analysis  of  water  samples  to  ensure  protected 
water  supply  to  the  citizens  and  Malaria  Laboratory  for  examination  of 
various  mosquitoes  for  eradication  and  control  were  continued  to  be 
maintained  during  the  year  under  review.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory 
collected  Rs.  37,236-50  nP.  towards  the  charges  for  analysis  of  specimens 
sent  by  the  Private  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  City  as  against 
Rs.  36,419-50  nP.  during  1961. 

Ashok  Vihar  : 

The  Ashok  Vihar  constituted  as  a  Public  Health  and  Recreation 
Centre  which  was  inaugurated  in  1948  continued  to  serve  not  only  to  the 
poor  people  in  the  surrounding  vicinity  but  also  to  internees  in  the 
medical,  social  and  nursing  fields.  The  Centre  is  also  providing  mater¬ 
nity  and  dispensing  services  in  addition  to  Immunization,  Recreation, 
Family  Planning  and  other  handicrafts  training  activities. 

Slaughter  Houses : 

The  five  slaughter  houses  for  sheep,  cattle  and  pigs  maintained  by 
the  Corporation  continued  to  function  during  the  year  1962  also.  In  all 
5,14,592  sheep  and  goats  27,267  cattle  and  3,703  pigs  were  slaughtered 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Health  authorities  in  the  City.  The  propo¬ 
sals  for  modernizing  the  Perambur  Slaughter  Houses  are  under .  active 
consideration  of  the  State  Government  during  the  year. 

Lethal  Chamber : 

The  stray  and  rabid  dogs  in  the  City  are  continued  to  be  caught 
and  electrocuted  at  the  Lethal  Chamber,  at  Basin  Bridge  Road.  During 
the  year  18,708  dogs  and  21,614  bitches  were  destroyed.  Immunization 
against  rabies  has  been  tried  in  the  year  1962. 

Family  Planning : 

During  the  year  1962,  the  Family  Planning  Scheme  was  continued 
both  in  father  and  mother  sectors  of  the  population  till  6 — 11—62  when 
the  Father  Information  Centres  were  abolished  in  persuance  of  G.O.  Ms. 
No.  2344/62,  Health,  dated  29 — 10—62.  32  Father  Information  Centres 
and  44  Mother  Information  Centres  were  functioning  in  which  6,653 
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fathers  were  advised,  127  operations  of  vasectomy  were  done  and  70,154 
mothers  were  advised  and  478  cases  of  salpingectomy  and  311  cases  of 
vasectomy  operations  were  performed. 

Special  Home : 

To  tackle  the  beggar  problem  in  the  City,  the  Special  Home  conti¬ 
nued  to  house  the  diseased,  infirm  and  disabled  beggars  roaming  in  the 
streets  who  were  convicted  and  committed  by  the  Courts  under  the 
provisions  of  the  City  Police  Act.  During  the  year  the  total  number  of 
beggars  ranging  from  212  to  254  were  maintained  at  the  Home. 

Zoological  Gardens : 

The  zoological  gardens  in  the  City  were  in  existence  for  the  last 
108  years  and  it  is  an  unique  institution  which  serves  both  for  recreational 
and  educational  purposes.  During  the  year  it  attracted  as  many  as  three 
quarter  million  persons  at  an  average  of  1,300  adults  and  300  children 
daily  who  visited  the  gardens.  The  State  Wild  Life  Week  was  also 
celebrated  during  the  year.  It  yielded  a  total  revenue  of  Rs.  1,63,150 
during  the  year.  During  the  year  under  review,  608  numbers  of  live¬ 
stock  were  maintained  besides  births  and  hatches.  The  Tigress  ‘  Usha  ’ 
had  littered  under  captivity  quadruplets  which  are  progressing  satis¬ 
factorily. 

Milk  Distribution  Scheme : 

The  milk  distribution  scheme  which  was  inaugurated  during  1961 
continued  to  serve  the  poor  and  under-nourished  children  attending  the 
Corporation  Schools  who  were  supplied  reconstituted  milk  in  addition  to 
a  midday  meal.  During  the  year  an  additional  gift  of  2,000  cases  cf 
milk  powder  was  received  from  the  Catholic  Relief  Services,  New  Delhi. 

Community  Centre  ■ 

The  Community  Centre  opened  at  St.  Xavier  Street  during  1961 
continued  to  serve  the  Public  for  celebration  of  marriages,  religious, 
cultural  and  social  functions.  In  the  year  under  review,  123  functions 
took  place  in  the  Community  Centre  and  Rs.  6,277/-  were  collected 
towards  rent  for  the  building  and  the  vessels.  To  meet  the  growing 
demand  from  the  other  parts  of  the  City,  another  similar  Centre  at 
Bogipalayam  was  constructed  and  it  is  expected  to  be  thrown  open  to 
public  shortly.  * 

Other  Activities : 

The  Health  Administration  continued  to  maintain  separate  wards 
for  male  and  female  lepers  at  the  Central  Leprosy  Teaching  and  Research 
Institute,  Tirumani,  Chingleput  for  hospitalization  of  deserving  leper 
patients  in  the  City. 

The  old  and  disabled  persons  were  continued  to  be  maintained  at 
the  Monegar  and  Raja  of  Venkatagiri  Choultry’s  Poor  Home  at  Monegar 
Choultry  Road,  at  the  Corporation  cost. 
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Conclusion . 

A  good  health  administration  of  a  Local  Self-Government  is  a 
sine-quo-non  in  the  world  of  to-day  as  it  keeps  the  framework  of  Society 
together  and  gives  it  strength  and  vigour  and  enriches  human  life  and 
makes  civilization  prosperous.  The  lack  of  full  co-operation  and  civic 
sense  amongst  the  citizens  retards  the  progress  in  eradicating  the  danger¬ 
ous  infectious  diseases  like  Small  pox,  Cholera,  etc.  and  may  endanger 
the  safety  of  Public  Health  in  the  City.  In  spite  of  all  such  odds,  the 
team  work  of  the  Health  personnel,  provision  of  /on  the  spot’  medical 
aid  and  specialized  treatment  meted  out  during  the  epidemic  of  Cholera 
and  Small-pox  in  the  latter  months  of  the  year  saved  many  lives.  During 
the  year,  every  endeavour  was  made  not  only  to  keep  the  City  clean  and 
tidy  but  also  to  see  to  the  provision  of  all  facilities  from  the  Public 
Health  point  of  view. 

Before  I  conclude,  I  should  like  to  express  my  deep  sense  of  in¬ 
debtedness  to  the  Commissioner  whose  valuable  guidance,  suggestions 
made  my  task  easier  to  tackle  the  difficult  problems  which  enabled  to 
maintain  and  provide  needed  facilities  in  the  field  of  Health  services  to 
'  the  citizens  during  the  year.  My  grateful  thanks  are  also  due  to  my 
Assistant  Officers,  the  members  of  my  staff  and  the  Heads  of  other  depart¬ 
ments  for  their  unstinted  co-operation  and  assistance  rendered  to  maintain 
the  City  as  one  of  the  best  and  healthy  Cities  in  the  Indian  Republic.

REGISTRATION  OF  BIRTHS  &  DEATHS 

Registration  of  Births  and  Deaths  is  compulsory  in  the  City  and 
is  done  in  31  Registration  Centres,  spread  all  over  the  City  by  trained 
full  time  Birth  and  Death  Registration  Clerks  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  four  Sub-Assistant  Health  Officers  in-charge  of  25  divisions 
each.  Births  and  Deaths  occurring  in  the  City  are  being  recorded  since 
1st  April  1868.  Births  and  deaths  occurring  in  the  State  Hospitals,  Nur¬ 
sing  Homes,  Clinics  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  reported  by  the 
respective  authorities  in  the  prescribed  forms  supplied  to  them.  Births 
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and  deaths  occurring  in  the  residences  are  reported  by  the  concerned 
parties  themselves  at  the  respective  Registration  Centres.  Sanitary 
Inspectors  (Incharge  of  Vaccination)  verify  all  births  registered  within 
7  days  from  the  date  of  registration.  Persons  are  prosecuted  for  not 
registering  births  and  deaths. 

Nursing  Homes  and  Clinics  are  increasing  in  the  City  day  by 
day.  The  existence  of  some  of  the  nursing  homes  and  clinics  in  the  City 
is  not  even  known  to  this  department  and  vital  events  occurring  in  such 
nursing  homes  are  not  promptly  and  correctly  reported  with  the  result, 
the  parties  suffer  when  they  apply  for  extracts  of  such  births  or  deaths. 
It  is  therefore,  quite  necessary,  that  all  Nursing  Homes  and  Clinics  should 
be  registered  in  the  Corporation  so  as  to  have  a  supervisory  control  over 
them.

Though  the  City  of  Madras  was  free  from  Cholera  during  1960  and 
1961,  there  was  an  outbreak  of  cholera  during  middle  of  October  1962,  i.e., 
17 — 10 — 62  in  Kodambakkam  area  92  Division  as  also  in  certain  other 
parts  in  South  Madras.  But  cases  of  cholera  continued  to  be  reported  in 
North  Madras  in  Tondiarpet  and  other  adjoining  areas  subsequently. 
The  source  of  infection  was  from  neighbouring  border  districts  of  Andhra 
Pradesh.

In  all  781  attacks  and  54  deaths  from  cholera  were  registered  in  the 
City  during  the  year  with  the  death  rate  of  0'03  per  mille  recorded  in 

1962. 


The  usual  preventive  measures  consisting  of  disinfection  of  infected 
premises  and  areas,  chlorination  of  water  supplies,  special  attention  to 
general  sanitation  and  conservancy,  house  to  house  inspection  in  the 
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infected  areas,  isolation  of  suspected  cases,  inoculation  of  contacts  and  all 
those  exposed  to  infection  were  promptly  adopted.  In  all  cases  of  im¬ 
ported  infection,  intimations  were  sent  to  the  Health  authorities  concern¬ 
ed  for  information  and  necessary  action. 

A  Senior  District  Health  Officer  was  appointed  as  Special  Officer  to 
be  in  over  all  charge  of  Anti-Cholera  work.  150  Health  Inspectors  from 
the  districts  were  requisioned  for  carrying  on  intensive  mass  inocula¬ 
tions  according  to  chalked  out  programme  in  the  infected  areas,  parti¬ 
cularly  in  slums,  hutting  grounds  and  among  pavement  dwellers.  5,00,116 
cholera  inoculations  were  done  during  1962  in  the, City  of  Madras. 

As  usual,  cases  of  cholera  from  the  adjoining  districts  of  Chingleput 
were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Tondiarpet  for  isola¬ 
tion  and  treatment.  During  the  year,  33  cases  were  treated  for  cholera 
of  which  one  died.

1,476  attacks  and  300  deaths  from  small-pox  were  recorded  in  the 
City  against  3,737  attacks  and  904  deaths  during  the  previous  year.  Neces¬ 
sary  steps  were  promptly  taken  to  check  the  spread  of  the  diseases  in  the 
City.  Intensive  house  to  house  inspection  was  conducted  throughout;  the 
City  for  the  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  of  unprotected  children  and 
adults.  Vaccination  was  performed  in  hutting  grounds,  slums,  kuppams, 
markets,  lodging  houses,  hostels,  bazaars,  etc.  with  a  view  to  protect  the 
incoming  and  floating  population.  Vaccination  was  also  conducted  after 
dusk  in  slums  and  other  infected  areas  to  get  at  the  labouring  classes.  Re¬ 
vaccination  was  conducted  in  public  institutions  such  as  offices,  Arms, 
factories,  companies,  colleges,  schools,  mills,  etc.  As  soon  as  a  case  was 
noticed  or  detected,  the  patient  was  immediately  removed  to  the  Infec¬ 
tious  Diseases  Hospital.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors  examined  all  the 
contacts  daily  till  the  end  of  the  inoculation  period.  Intimations  were 
sent  to  the  Health  authorities  concerned  in  all  the  cases  of  imported 

infection. 


The  Health  propaganda  Officer  of  Health  Education  conducted 
lectures  in  the  infected  areas  and  their  surroundings,  explaining  to  the 
public  about  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  and  the  precautionery  measures 
to  be  taken  to  check  the  spread  of  the  disease.

4,840  Typhoid  inoculations  were  done  during  1962  in  the  City 
of  Madras. 

1,216  attacks  and  86  deaths  from  enteric  fever  were  recorded  in  the 
City  against,  2,628  attacks  and  209  deaths  during  the  previous  year. 

Necessary  steps  were  promptly  taken  to  check  the  spread  of  the 
disease  in  the  City.  The  Sub-Assistant  Health  Officers  and  Sanitary 
Inspectors  had  taken  prompt  action  in  all  cases  notified  and  detected. 
Thorough  disinfection  of  the  infected  houses  and  their  surroundings, 
inoculation  of  contacts  and  the  neighbours  were  carried  out  immediately. 
Birth  and  Death  Registration  Clerks  were  also  instructed  to  notify  deaths 
due  to  fever  and  bowel  complaints  and  verify  such  attacks  at  the  residences 
and  prompt  action  was  taken  in  such  cases.

The  Sub-Assistant  Health  Officers  and  Sanitary  Inspectors  contacted 
the  heads  of  institutions,  schools,  colleges,  boarding  and  lodging  houses 
etc.  and  arranged  for  inoculations.  The  notification  of  cases  by  the 
private  medical  practitioners  was  poor.  The  Sub-Assistant  Health  Officers 
and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  circularised  to  contact  the  Medical 
Practitioners  to  find  out  cases  of  Typhoid  and  to  take  prompt  preventive 
measures  in  each  and  every  case.  The  Cleansing  Department  were 
requested  to  keep  the  areas  clean  and  tidy.  The  Senior  Entomologist, 
National  Malaria  Eradication  Programme  was  instructed  to  intensify  the 
deflying  measures  in  all  the  infected  localities  and  markets.  The  wells 
in  the  infected  areas  were  chlorinated  regularly.  Distribution  mains  of 
water  supply  in  the  infected  areas  have  been  chlorinated  intensively  by 
extra  chlorine  infectors.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors  had  taken  steps  to 
seize  and  destory  unwholesome  food  stuffs,  ice  cream  and  fruits  exposed 
to  dust  and  flies  in  their  divisions  especially  near  schools  and  markets  by 
conducting  special  raids. 


The  Health  Propaganda  Officer  conducted  lectures  and  exhibition  of 
slides  in  the  infected  areas  and  their  surroundings,  explaining  to  the  public 
about  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  and  need  to  take  precautionary  measures 
to  check  the  spread  of  the  disease.

The  State  Hospitals  have  not  reported  to  the  Corporation  of  Madras, 
cases  admitted  due  to  Kala-Azar.  Only  death  reports  were  received  from 
the  State  hospitals.  On  receipt  of  this,  necessary  preventive  measures 
could  not  be  taken  soon  after  admission  of  cases.  The  medical  practi¬ 
tioners  also  did  not  report  to  this  department  regarding  Kala-Azar  cases 
treated  by  them. 

In  spite  of  this,  this  department  took  anti-sand-fly  measures 
soon  after  receipt  of  hospital  death  reports  to  control  the  spread  of  infec¬ 
tion  in  the  City.  Since  there  are  regular  squads  for  spraying  insecticides 
all  over  the  City  it  would  ensure  anti-cholera  measure  also.

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ANTI-MOSQUITO  OPERATIONS. 

Madras  City  covers  an  area  of  about  50  square  miles  and  a  large 
number  and  variety  of  water  collections  are  available  for  breeding  of 
mosquitoes  throughout  the  City.  The  normal  breeding  places  in  the  City 
are  the  Storm  Water  Drains,  Cutcha  Drains,  Rain  Water  Stagnations,  the 
Rivers  Cooum  and  Adyar,  Buckingham  Canal,  Cess-pools  in  the  slums 
and  in  unsewered  areas,  the  large  drains  like  Anti-Malaria  drain,  Ottery 
■Nullah,  Sun  Theatre  Nullah,  Railway  Channel  etc.,  Breeding  places  with¬ 
in  the  premises  of  private  buildings  and  offices  also  constitute  a  problem. 
The  effective  control  of  breeding  of  Culicines  in  all  these  situations  is 
really  a  large  order.  During  the  year  under  review  the  Anti-mosquito 
measures  were  intensified  and  strengthened.  The  strength  of  staff  had  to 
be  increased  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  number  of  storm  water  drains, 
has  increased  considerably.  The  breeding  places  in  the  slums  have  also 
increased  in  numbers. 

From  3  —  1  — 1962,  the  Senior  Entomologist  was  placed  directly  in- 
charge  of  Anti-mosquito  measures,  in  addition  to  his  duties  of  imple¬ 
menting  the  National  Malaria  Eradication  Programme. 

During  1962,  the  Malaria  Supervisor  (Central  Malaria  Stores)  who 
used  to  be  exclusively  in-charge  of  stores  and  spraying  was  given  regular 
divisional  work  also.  The  total  strength  of  Malaria  Supervisors  was 
increased  to  8  Malaria  Supervisors  by  posting  2  Sanitary  Inspectors 
(Vaccination)  also  on  duty  arrangements.  Thus  from  the  middle  of  the 
year,  8  Malaria  Supervisors  were  engaged  in  Anti-mosquito  measures.

Apart  from  the  above,  8  Stegomia  Overseers  and  8  Thozhilalies  were 
continued  during  the  year  for  control  of  Stegomia  in  and  around  the 
Harbour  as  required  under  the  international  sanitary  conventions. 

Proposals  have  been  submitted  for  the  creation  of  one  post  of 
Entomological  Assistant,  10  posts  of  Malaria  Supervisors  including  the 
present  number  and  a  store-keeper  and  the  same  are  under  consideration 
of  the  Council. 

All  the  drains,  cesspools,  Rain  Water  Stagnations  etc.,  were  weekly 
cleaned  and  applied  with  larvacides  regularly. 

All  the  tanks  and  ponds  in  the  City  were  regularly  cleaned  and 
kept  free  from  algae  and  moss. 


ANTI-FLY  MEASURES 


The  dumping  grounds  which  ate  some  of  the  main  breeding  places  for  flies 
were  burnt  to  destroy  the  fly  maggots  present 


ANTI-FLY  MEASURES 


Intensive  Anti-fly  measures  were  taken  up  in  every  street  of  the  City  during 
the  year.  Photograph  shows  the  flies  being  killed  by  a  thozhilali.

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Whenever  complaints  of  mosquito  nuisance  were  received  these 
were  investigated  immediately  and  the  breeding  if  any  noticed  within  the 
houses  destroyed. 

Wells,  cisterns,  overhead  tanks  and  other  similar  clear  water 
collections  which  breed  the  malaria  carrier  A.  stephensi  were  regularly 
attended  to,  and  kept  free  of  breeding  by  the  Staff  under  National 
Malaria  Eradication  Programme. 

During  the  year  under  review.  Anti-fly  measures  were  taken  up  on 
an  intensive  scale.  All  the  markets  were  regularly  sprayed  during  the 
nights  to  keep  the  fly  population  at  a  minimum.  Apart  from  this  all 
breeding  places  of  flies  were  effectively  brought  under  the  scope  of 
control.  The  importance  of  Anti-fly  operations  was  all  the  more  brought 
to  the  fore-front  because  of  the  incidence  of  Cholera  in  the  City.  Inten¬ 
sive  Anti-fly  measures  were  taken  during  this  year  under  Anti-fly 
measures — including  the  burning  of  dumping  grounds  wherever  possible- 
It  is  the  first  time  that  Anti-fly  measures  have  been  taken  up  on  such  a 
large  scale  and  the  results  have  been  very  good. 

On  payment  of  a  fixed  nominal  fee  per  1,000  sq.  foot  of  area,  spray 
operations  were  carried  out  wherever  the  complainants  so  desired  it,  and 
these  consisted  of  residential  houses,  Public  and  Private  Institutions,  and 
Markets.  A  total  of  Rs.  1,273-50  nP.  was  collected  during  the  year 
under  this  head. 

During  1963,  the  Anti-mosquitoe  measures  will  be  further  streng¬ 
thened  and  it  is  expected  that  effective  relief  from  mosquitoe  nuisance 
obtained.  It  is  also  proposed  to  carry  out  Filariasis  Survey  in  the 
different  parts  of  the  City,  determine  the  quantum  of  endemicity  of  the 
disease  and  take  effective  measures  so  that  the  disease  does  not  spread 
further. 
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NATIONAL  MALARIA  ERADICATION  PROGRAMME, 

MADRAS  CITY. 


INTRODUCTION 

The  National  Malaria  Eradication  Programme  which  is  under 
implementation  by  the  Corporation  of  Madras  from  1955  was  continued  oh 
an  intensive  scale  during  1962  also.  The  Programme  is  implemented  as 
per  pattern  laid  down  in  the  All  India  Programme. 

Malaria  is  transmitted  in  Madras  City  area  by  the  species  of 
Anopheles  named  Anopheles  stephensi.  This  species  breeds  in  wells, 
cisterns,  overhead  tanks  and  other  clear  water  collections,  mostly  within 
houses.  Hence  the  main  plank  of  control  in  the  City  is  aimed  at  the 
destruction  of  the  larval  and  pupal  stages  of  the  Anopheles  in  the  above 
cited  water  collections.  From  1960,  the  Surveillance  wing  of  the 
National  Malaria  Eradication  Programme  is  also  under  effective  imple¬ 
mentation.  The  Surveillance  Staff  detect  all  fever  cases  and  initially 
treat  them  with  4-aminoquinolines,  after  taking  iheir  blood  smears.  The 
blood  smears  are  examined  for  malaria  parasites  and  any  positive  cases 
found  are  treated  with  8-aminoquinolines  for  radical  treatment.

Evaluation  of  the  Programme : — 

The  progress  of  the  Programme  is  evaluated  from  the  morbidity 
statistics  on  malaria  collected  from  the  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries,  by 
the  number  of  malaria  cases  detected  under  Active  and  Passive  Surveil¬ 
lance  by  the  Surveillance  Staff  and  by  investigations  on  the  effectiveness 
of  the  larvicidal  operations. 

Morbidity  Statistics : — 

The  number  of  cases  clinically  diagnosed  as  Malaria  continued  to 
show  decline  year  after  year.  During  1962,  only  24  cases  were  clinically 
diagnosed  as  Malaria  in  the  various  Corporation  Dispensaries  out  of  a 
total  of  32,91,211  cases.  This  gives  a  percentage  of  0  0007  as  against 
0*0008  during  1961.  During  1955,  the  percentage  of  Malaria  cases  clini¬ 
cally  diagnosed  as  Malaria  was  0*362  and  this  has  shown  a  steady  decline 
to  0*0007  during  1962.  During  1955,  5,050  cases  were  clinically  diagnosed 
as  Malaria  as  against  24  during  1962.  This  graphically  illustrates  the 
very  good  progress  maintained  towards  eradication  of  Malaria  in 
the  City.

Surveillance  : — 

The  Surveillance  wing  of  the  National  Malaria  Eradication  Pro¬ 
gramme  consists  of  two  aspects  ;  (1)  Active  and  (2)  Passive  Surveillance. 
Active  Surveillance  is  the  detection  and  treatment  of  all  fever  cases  by  the 
Surveillance  Organisation  in  the  areas  allotted.  Passive  Surveillance  en¬ 
visages  the  detection  and  treatment  of  suspected  cases  of  Malaria  from  the 
dispensaries  and  hospitals. 

Active  Surveillance  :  # 

Active  Surveillance  is  carried  out  by  the  Surveillance  Staff  of  the 
National  Malaria  Eradication  Programme  which  consists  of  25  Surveillance 
Inspectors  and  100  Surveillance  Field  Workers.  Each  Surveillance  Inspec¬ 
tor  is  in-charge  of  one  Sub-Circle  having  4  Surveillance  Field  Workers 
under  him.  The  Surveillance  Field  Workers  visit  every  house  in  the 
areas  allotted  to  them  once  every  fortnight  enquire  for  fever  cases  and 
take  blood  smears  from  these  cases  of  fever.  All  these  cases  of  fever  are 
initially  treated  with  4-aminoquinoline  tablets.  The  blood  smears  taken 
are  rushed  to  the  laboratory  where  they  are  examined.  Any  case  of  Mala¬ 
ria  detected  is  immediately  investigated  to  find  out  how  and  when  the 
transmission  took  place  and  to  determine  whether  it  is  an  imported  or 
relapse  case.  All  tile  cases  are  thoroughly  investigated  and  classified. 
The  houses  where  the  malaria  cases  were  detected  and  the  nearby  houses 
are  immediately  given  one  rounded  spray  with  DDT  to  see  that  no  fur¬ 
ther  transmission  take  place. 
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During  the  year  under  review,  40,590  fever  cases  were  detected 
under  Active  Surveillance.  38,740  blood  smears  were  taken  and  29,356 
patients  initially  treated  with  4-aminoquinoline  tablets.  A  total  of  15 
Malaria  cases  were  detected  under  Active  Surveillance  of  which  5  were 
imported  and  10  relapse  cases.

Passive  Surveillance  : — 

Till  February  1962  Passive  Surveillance  was  carried  out  by  the 
examination  of  blood  smears  sent  only  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the 
different  dispensaries  from  suspected  cases  of  Malaria.  Necessary  micro¬ 
slides  were  also  being  supplied  to  the  Medical  Officers.  But  it  was  found 
that  this  was  not  giving  satisfactory  results  since  the  Medical  Officers 
could  not  send  blood  smears  from  all  the  cases  suspected  to  be  Malaria. 
Hence  it  was  decided  to  depute  the  Surveillance  Staff  themselves  to  each 
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and  every  Dispensary  every  forenoon  and  collect  the  blood  smears  from 
all  cases  suspected  to  be  Malaria.  Because  of  this,  the  number  of  blood 
smears  received  under  Passive  Surveillance  have  increased  during  1962 
and  a  total  of  9,209  blood  smears  were  received  through  the  Surveillance 
Staff  as  against  a  total  of  1,143  only  durtng  1961.  12  cases  of  Malaria  were 
detected  from  among  these  blood  smears  and  their  classification  and  other 
particulars  are  furnished  below  : —

The  density  of  Anopheles  and  particularly  of  A,  stephensi  has  been 
very  low  and  is  directly  due  to  the  intensive  anti-larval  measures. 

Graph  IV  gives  the  density  of  non-vectors  and  vectors  species 
month-war  for  the  year  1962. 

Anti-larval  measures  : 

The  breeding  places  for  A.  stephensi  in  the  City  are  the  wells,  cis¬ 
terns,  ornamental  tanks,  overhead  tanks  and  any  other  clear  water 
collections.  All  these  contained  water  collections  were  fully  under  con¬ 
trol  during  the  year.  The  wells  are  classified  as  ‘used’  and  ‘unused’  and 
the  used  wells  stocked  with  larvivorous  fish  and  the  unused  wells  treated 
with  Aromex  emulsion  once  a  week.  During  the  year  31,962  wells  were 
systematically  stocked  with  larvivorous  fish  and  2,445  welis  treated  regu¬ 
larly  with  larvicides.  The  quantity  of  Aromex  spent  during  the  year  with 
particulars  are  furnished  below :

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Other  Activities  : 

Laboratory  studies  were  regularly  carried  out  to  find  out  the 
mortality  rate  of  mosquitoes  caught  from  different  parts  of  the  City. 

Six  Surveillance  Inspectors  were  trained  by  the  Senior  Entomologist 
at  the  Malaria  Laboratory. 

Conclusion  : 

The  National  Malaria  Eradication  Programme  was  carried  out  on 
an  intensive  scale  during  the  year  as  per  pattern  laid  down  in  the  All 
India  Programme.  The  entire  population  of  City  was  afforded  protec¬ 
tion  by  covering  all  the  breeding  places  under  Anti-larval  measures. 
Only  24  cases  were  clinically  diagnosed  as  Malaria  in  all  the  dispensaries 
of  the  Corporation  during  the  entire  year.  The  percentage  of  cases 
clinically  diagnosed  as  Malaria  in  the  different  dispensaries  of  the  Corpo¬ 
ration  showed  a  steep  decline  from  O'OOOB  in  1961  to  0  0007  in  1962. 
The  passive  surveillance  was  very  much  enlarged.  The  Surveillance 
Organization  detected  27  hidden  cases  of  Malaria  under  Active  and 
Passive  Surveillance.  All  these  reservoirs  of  infection  were  liquidated. 
By  a  combination  of  Anti-larval  measures  and  active  and  passive  surveil¬ 
lance  a  long  step  has  been  taken  towards  achieving  complete  eradication 
of  disease. 

The  eradication  of  Malaria  will  be  achieved  within}  thejstipulated 

period. 
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SANITATION 

The  Public  Health  of  the  City  mainly  depends  on  better  sanitation 
which  was  entrusted  to  the  City  Health  Officer,  Dr.  B.  V.  Sundara  Babu, 
M.B.B.S.,  D.P.H.  (Cal.)  during  the  year  under  review.  Until  April  14th, 
the  administration  of  sanitation  in  the  City  was  carried  on  as  one  unit 
with  the  assistance  of  4  Assistant  Health  Officers.  Consequent  on  the 
implementation  of  the  WHITE  PAPER  on  Local  Administration  which 
was  brought  in  force  from  14 — 4—62,  the  maintenance  of  sanitation  in  the 
City  was  entrusted  to  the  Districts,  retaining  the  over-all  supervision  by 
the  City  Health  Officer. 

The  entire  City  was  de-limited  into  two  districts,  North  and  South, 
each  district  being  composed  of  5  Circles  each  of  10  municipal  divisions. 
The  North  District  Office  was  housed  at  the  Park  Supervisor’s 
Office  next  to  the  Peoples’  Park  and  the  South  District  Office 
at  the  new  extension  to  Ripon  Buildings  at  the  rear.  Maintenance 
of  sanitation  in  each  district  was  entrusted  to  the  two  District  Health 
Officers  who  are  also  responsible  for  registration  of  Births  and  Deaths, 
prevention  and  control  of  infectious  diseases  besides  provision  of  medical 
aid  to  the  citizens  through  dispensaries. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  tbs  District  Health  Officers  were  also 
entrusted  with  duties  to  check  and  impose  the  maintenance  of  dangerous 
and  offensive  licensable  trades,  public  and  private  markets,  in  hygienic 
conditions  and  prevention  of  food  adulteration  in  their  jurisdiction.

Prevention  of  Food  Adulteration : 

One  of  the  achievements  of  the  health  administration  during  the 
year  was  well  organised  methods  adopted  to  minimise  the  unsocial  acti¬ 
vity  of  traders  in  adulterating  the  food  stuffs  which  is  detrimental  to  the 
health  of  the  Citizens,  especially  to  the  children.  In  order  to  rigidly 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Central  Prevention  of  Food  Adulteration  Act 
of  1954,  and  the  rules  framed  thereunder  to  book  the  offenders  and  to  get 
them  proper  punishment  through  Courts,  a  well  equipped  laboratory  with 
full  complement  of  Analysts  was  also  maintained  for  analysis  of  samples 
of  food  stuffs  taken  from  the  suspected  wholesale  and  retail  dealers  in  the 
City.  On  the  executive  side,  the  Health  Officer,  the  4  District  Health 
Officers,  the  5  Food  Inspectors  and  50  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  delegated 
with  the  powers  to  do  the  duties  of  the  Food  Inspectors  in  the  City  for 
sampling  all  varieties  of  food  suspected  to  be  adulterated  in  the  process 
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of  sale  to  the  public.  During  the  year,  8,128  samples  of  milk,  butter,  ghee, 
oils  (gingelly,  groundnut,  cocoanut  and  mustard),  coffee,  tea,  ghee 
substitutes,  thoor  dhall,  turmeric,  maida,  atta  and  suji,  arrowroot,  chillies 
powder  and  asafoetida  were  taken  under  the  provisions  of  Food  Adul¬ 
teration  Act.  1954.  Out  of  8,128  samples  6,145  were  genuine  and  1,983 
were  adulterated.  The  precentage  of  adulteration  in  milk  further  declined 
by  3%  during  the  year.

Market  Sanitation 

Generally,  diseases  are  transmited  to  human  beings  through  flies, 
mosquitoes,  decomposed  food  stuffs,  etc.  besides  insanitary  surroundings. 
One  of  the  main  duties  of  a  public  health  worker  is  to  keep  an  eye  on  the 
places  such  as  markets,  shandies,  etc.  where  people  gather  for  procure¬ 
ment  of  their  daily  requirements  and  maintain  them  under  hygienic  and 
sanitary  condition  and  to  prevent  the  sale  of  food  stuffs  exposed  to  dust 
and  flies  and  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Public  Markets 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  12  existing  public  markets  are 
continued  to  be  maintained  by  the  health  administration.  Tn  order  to 
provide  good  food  stuffs  under  sanitary  and  hygienic  surroundings,  the 
above  markets  were  controlled  by  market  Superintendents  and  divisional 
Sanitary  Inspectors  who  maintained  them  in  a  satisfactory  condition 
throughout  the  year.  More  care  was  also  taken  for  the  upkeep  of  the 
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markets  during  the  epedimic  period.  Separate  complement  of  thozhilalies 
for  each  market  was  maintained  to  wash  daily  and  keep  them  clean 
always.  Deflying  in  the  markets  was  also  carried  out  at  regular  intervals 
by  the  respective  divisional  malaria  staff.

Private  Markets 

In  order  to  cater  to  the  needs  of  the  citizens  there  are  50  markets 
owned  and  maintained  by  private  land  lords  in  the  City  which  also 
continued  to  serve  the  public  during  the  year.  All  the  private  markets 
are  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  M.  C.  M.  Act.  and  are  subject  to 
periodical  and  surprise  inspection  by  the  health  personnel.  Besides  this, 
every  private  market  in  the  City  was  inspected  in  the  early  months  of  the 
year  by  the  Health  Officer,  the  concerned  District  Health  Officer  and 
suggested  number  of  improvements  and  repairs  necessary  and  got  them 
carried  out  before  the  licences  were  renewed.  Especially,  the  mutton 
stalls  inside  and  outside  the  markets  are  often  visited  and  inspected  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  order  to  prevent  sale  of  stale  and  unstamped 
meat  by  the  stall-holders.

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Destruction  of  Unwholesome  Food  Stuffs. 

The  practice  which  has  of  late  become  a  profession  to  number  of 
poor  people  to  sell  unwholesome  foodstuffs  exposed  to  dust  and  flies, 
mostly  on  pavements  in  front  of  markets,  schools,  busy  road  junctions  in 
the  City  had  to  be  tackled  with  great  strain  by  the  health  authorities 
during  the  year.  The  divisional  Sanitary  Inspectors  bestowed  needed 
attention  to  seize  and  destroy  the  food  stuffs  sold  near  markets  and 
schools  daily  during  their  rounds  of  inspection.  Besides  this,  regular 
raids  were  also  arranged  and  conducted  to  seize  the  uncovered  foodstuffs 
and  rotten  fruits,  etc.,  by  the  special  staff  appointed  for  the  purpose.

Slaughter  Houses  and  Meat  Hygiene. 

Meat  hygiene  is  an  important  aspect  of  Veterinary  public  health. 
The  primary  purpose  of  meat  hygiene  is  to  prevent  transmission  of  dis¬ 
ease  from  animals  to  human  beings  through  meat  and  to  provide  safe  and 
wholesome  meat  products  for  consumption. 

It  is  with  great  difficulty  that  adequate  and  efficient  meat  inspec¬ 
tion  is  maintained  with  the  limited  facilities  provided  for  the  purpose. 

A  scheme  for  modernisation  of  the  Corporation  Slaughter  Houses 
as  advised  by  the  F.A.O.  Expert  on  slaughter  houses  was  sent  to  the 
State  Government  for  financial  aid  and  orders  are  still  awaited. 

HR— 9 
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There  are  five  slaughter  houses  run  by  the  Corporation  and  they 
are  under  the  charge  of  Veterinary  Surgeons.  They  are  as  follows: 

1.  Cattle  Slaughter  House  1  at  Perambur 

2.  Sheep  Slaughter  House  1  at  Perambur  and  1  at  Saidapet. 

3.  Pig  Slaughter  House  1  at  Perambur  and  1  at  Saidapet. 

The  Superintendent  Slaughter  Houses  is  assisted  by  one  Veterinary 

Assistant  Surgeon  and  one  Conservancy  Inspector.  The  meat  inspection 
is  done  only  by  the  Superintendent  or  his  Assistant.  After  ante-mortem 
and  post-mortem  examinations,  the  inspected  carcasses  are  stamped  with 
indelible  ink  before  passing  out  as  fit  for  human  consumption.

The  fees  collected  towards  Meat  Inspection  Certificates  for  the 
export  of  beef  during  the  year  was  only  Rs.  50  (fifty  only)  as  the  export 
was  stopped. 

As  in  the  previous  years  during  this  year  also  students  from 
Medical  Colleges  and  other  Institutions  in  the  City  and  outside  also 
visited  the  Slaughter  Houses.  They  were  given  all  facilities  to  study  the 
working  of  Slaughter  Houses  and  short  lectures  were  given  to  them 
on  meat  hygiene  Zoonoses  with  practical  demonstration  in  “Meat  Inspec¬ 
tion.” 

During  the  year,  the  students  from  the  Veterinary  College  were 
regularly  attending  the  Slaughter  houses  during  the  evenings  in  batches 
accompanied  by  the  concerned  Lecturers  for  classes  in  ‘Meat  Hygiene’ 
and  ‘Genetics’.  Flaying  classes  for  Butcher  Boys,  Live-stock  Inspectors 
and  Block  Development  Officers  from  the  districts  were  also  conducted  by 
the  State  Animal  Husbandary  Department. 
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Blood  Meal. 

Blood  Meal  manufacturing  Centre  at  Kodungaiyur  was  working  as 
in  the  previous  year.  Dried  blood  meal  was  sold  during  the  year  for 
Rs.  6,800.  Fresh  blood  also  was  continued  to  be  permitted  and  collect¬ 
ed  by  some  of  the  pharmaceutical  firms  during  this  year  also  and  the 
amount  realised  during  1962  was  Rs.  8,500. 

Pig  raids  were  conducted,  in  the  City  and  50  pigs  were  caught. 
They  were  slaughtered  and  pork  auctioned.  The  amount  realised  during 
1962  was  Rs.  350. 

• 

Raids  were  conducted  for  detecting  unstamped  mutton  in  the 
stalls  and  also  on  unwholesome  food  stuffs  sold  in  the  road  side  bazaars 
in  the  various  parts  of  the  City  which  were  removed  in  the  iRaid  Van  and 
destroyed. 

The  improvements  to  the  Slaughter  House  at  Saidapet  were  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  taken  up  only  during  1963. 

During  the  year  a  scheme  for  the  fallen  Animals  in  the  City  Le., 
intensive  flaying  of  dead  animals  in  the  City  was  approved  and  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  necessary  construction  of  buildings  at  Kodungaiyur  Blood 
Meal  Centre  w.ere  in  progress  and  nearing  completion.  The  scheme 
is  financed  by  the  State  Khadi  Village  Cottage  Industries  Board.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  scheme  will  starPfunctioning  during  1963.

Besides  the  7  exisiting  Dhobikhanas  in  the  City,  the  newly  construct¬ 
ed  Dhobikhana  at  Irusappa  Maistry  Street,  New  Washermanpet  was 
thrown  open  for  the  use  of  the  local  dhobies.

To 
meet  the  growing  demand  from  the  dhobies,  the  construction  of  other  two 
dhobikhanas  at  Pudu  Nagar,  Ayanavaram  and  Abdul  Razack  Street, 
Gothamedu,  Saidapet,  was  stepped  up  during  thp.  year  and  they  were 
nearing  completion.

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Protected  Water  Supply 

The  citizens  continued  to  enjoy  the  supply  of  protected  water  from 
the  Kilpauk  Water  Works.  To  augment  the  supply  to  the  places  in  North 
Madras,  another  filtering  station  was  constructed  and  got  ready  at  Robin¬ 
son  Park,  Royapuram.  To  ensure  the  quality  of  water  supplied,  the 
samples  at  various  stages  and  places  were  taken  and  analysed  at  Water 
Analyst's  Laboratory  and  immediate  steps  taken  to  rectify  the  deficiency 
in  the  quality.  The  slum  dwellers  and  the  residents  in  extended  areas 
were  also  provided  with  the  benefit  of  protected  water  supplied  in  lorries 
and  by  storing  in  steel  tanks  and  masonry  tanks.

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The  propaganda  van  body  was  specially  built  to  fix  various  equip¬ 
ments  needed  for  the  propaganda  work  namely  mike,  amplifiers,  and 
generator,  in  addition  to  the  above  a  gramophone  with  records,  a  tape 
recorder  and  a  projector  with  various  health  films  were  provided. 

The  staff  employed  for  the  purpose  covered  all  divisions  in  the  city 
by  turns,  both  in  the  mornings  and  evenings  and  on  alternate  evenings 
film  shows  on  health  subjects  were  screened  to  the  public.  During  the  year 
up  to  August  1962  Film  shows  could  not  be  screened  due  to  repairs  and 
non-availability  of  certain  parts  for  rectification  of  defects  in  the  film 
projector.  However  from  September  1962  film  shows  were  resumed.

Health  Propaganda  was  done  through  talks  over  the  microphone* 
At  times  tape  recorded  propaganda  was  also  carried  out  to  educate  the 
public.  The  Health  Propaganda  was  based  mainly  on  preventive  and 
control  of  infectious  diseases  especially  cholera,  small  pox  and  typhoid, 
environmental  sanitation  and  the  need  for  public  co-operation. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  Health  Propaganda,  the  staff  took  part 
during  anti-fly  week  celebration  held  in  July,  1962,  small-pox  eradi. 
cation  week  in  September  1962,  wild  life  week  celebration  in  October 
1962  and  in  the  control  of  the  recent  cholera  epidemic.  The  van  was 
entrusted  for  this  anti-cholera  work  to  the  Special  Officer  for  cholera 
control  from  October,  1962  to  December  1962. 

Posters  and  pamphlets  on  health  matters  were  distributed  to  the 
public  in  the  City.  During  the  Small-pox  Eradication  Day  Celebration 
special  posters  and  pamphlets  were  prepared  and  distributed.  Slides  on 

small-pox,  curative  aspect  of  the  disease  were  prepared  and  sent  to  the 

✓  > 

various  cinemas  in  the  city  for  exhibition.  A  meeting  was  arranged  at 
Ashok  Vihar  when  the  Hon’ble  Minister  for  Health  Srimathi  Jothi 
Venkatachalam  presided,  Hon’ble  Dr.  P.  V.  Cherian,  Chairman,  Madras 
Legislative  Council  and  Sri  K.  Srinivasan,  I.A.S.,  Secretary,  State  Health 
Department,  spoke  on  the  occasion  exhorting  the  public  to  co-operate  with 
the  health  department  to  completely  eradicate  the  dreadful  disease  of 
small-pox. 

Even  though  the  equipment  and  personnel  to  carry  out  this  impor¬ 
tant  health  education  and  propaganda  work  throughout  the  City  was 
inadequate,  but  all  efforts  were  made  to  cover  the  City  to  propogate  the 
public  during  the  year.  For  effective  working  of  this  machinery  at  least 
4  units  of  equipment  and  personnel  are  required  to  cover  25  divisions  of 

the  city  by  each  unit.

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PORT  SANITATION 

The  sanitation  within  the  Madras  Port  area  Was  maintained  as 
usual  by  the  Port  Trust  authorities  and  was  under  the  control  of  the  Port 
Health  Officer.  Besides  sanitary  arrangements,  all  the  vessels  arrived  at 
the  Port,  the  crew  and  passengers  were  also  inspected  for  isolation  of 
infectious  cases  and  disinfected  the  belongings  of  the  affected  and  sus¬ 
pected  persons.  A  summary  on  the  maintenance  of  the  sanitation  in  the 
City  Port  during  the  year  1962  is  given  below  : 

Out  of  1,271  vessels  arrived  at  this  port  during  the  year  under 
review  only  62  vessels  with  3,829  crew  and  6,703  passengers  were  inspect-  * 
ed  on  arrival  during  the  year.  9  cases  of  chicken-pox  and  1  case  of 
mumps  and  two  cases  of  measles  were  landed  ex.  12  vessels  and  on  arrival 
suitable  measures  were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Out  of  1,251  vessels  leaving  this  port  during  the  year  under  review 
only  449  vessels  with  25,079  crew  and  32,382  passengers  were  inspected 
at  the  time  of  departure  for  foreign  countries.  . 

The  personal  effects  of  the  infected  crew  and  passengers  and  their 
contacts  as  well  as  15  bales,  56  boxes,  29  cases,  32  packages  and  2 
Trunks  of  imported  second  hand  clothing  intended  for  distribution  were 
disinfected  before  release. 

Bedding  and  clothing,  etc.,  of  588  new  crew  were  inspected  and 
disinfected  before  articles  were  taken  on  board. 

Seamen’s  provisions  of  44  vessels  were  inspected. 

42  Vessels  were  examined  with  regard  to  the  Medical  Stores  kept  on 
board,  they  were  maintained  according  to  the  prescribed  scales  and 

wherever  necessary  suggestions  were  made  to  make  good  the  shortage,  if

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MEDICAL  RELIEF 
1.  HOSPITALS 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Tondiarpet 
INTRODUCTION 

The  Hospital  has  completed  the  38th  year  of  its  service,  to  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Madras  and  suburbs  in  the  year  1962.  There  has  been  an  appreci¬ 
able  improvement  in  respect  of  the  buildings  etc.,  of  the  Hospital  during 
the  year  under  reviey/;  but  the  Hospital  is  in  need  of  much  more  improve¬ 
ments  considering  the  increasing  population.  The  Hospital  has  become 
more  popular  in  the  eyes  of  the  Medical  world-  The  total  number  of 
cases  treated  during  the  year  for  various  Infectious  Diseases  was  11,151 
and  the  mortality  rate  was  only  4%  for  the  year.  There  was  no  addition 
in  the  permanent  accommodation  and  there  was  no  increase  in  the  strength 
of  the  Medical  and  Nursing  staff  also  No  doubt  temporary  accommoda¬ 
tion  was  provided  whenever  necessary  and  temporary  staff  appointed  like 
wise  during  the  year.  There  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  •  an  increase  in  • 
the  accommodation  and  in  the  permanent  staff  as  a  whole,  in  the  interest  of 
the  Hospital  ^administration. 

As  in  the  previous  year  the  Hospital  has  served  as  a  training  centre 

% 

for  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  from  different  Nations  and  more  than 
that  it  has  become  a  Research  Centre  for  Small-Pox. 

One  of  the  most  important  features  that  needs  to  be  mentioned  in 
the  report  is  that  a  W.  H.  O.  Inter  Regional  Seminar  on  Small-Pox  was 
held  in  Madras  in  February  1962  and  this  Hospital  was  chosen  as  the 
centre  for  Clinical  Demonstration  of  cases  and  discussions  in  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  Small-Pox.  Delegates  from  countries  that  come  under 
West  Pacific  Region  of  the  World  Health  Organization  viz.  Australia, 
Federation  of  Malaya,  Hong  Kong,  Japan,  Korea,  North  Bornio,  New- 
zealand,  Singapore,  Philipines,  Viet  Nam  have  taken  part  in  the  Seminar. 
The  Seminar  was  inaugurated  at  the  Madras  Medical  College  on  the  16th 
February  by  Dr.  P.  V.  Cherian,  Chairman,  Madras  Legislative  Council. 
The  inaugural  meeting  was  addressed  among  others  by  Dr.  Zahra, 
Regional  Adviser  on  Communicable  diseases,  South  East  Asia,  W.  H.  O. 
Sri  Srinivasan,  Secretary  to  Government,  Education  and  Public  Health, 
Madras, .Dr.  Parthasarathy,  Director  of  Public  Health  Madras,  Dr.  B.  V. 
Sundara  Babu,  Health  Officer,  Corporation  of  Madras,  Dr.  Huggins, 
The  Regional  Adviser  for  Communicable  diseases  for  West  Pacific  Region, 
W.H.O.  Manila  and  Dr.  Govindarajan,  Director,  King  Institute,  Guindy. 
Dr.  Cherian  appreciated  the  work  of  the  Hospital  and  stated  that  patients 
were  not  scared  for  getting  themselves  admitted  to  the  Hospital  nowa¬ 
days.  Dr.  Sundara  Babu  suggested  that  freeze  dried  lymph  might  be  more 
suitable  than  liquid  lymph  for  vaccination  against  Small-Pox.  The 
Seminar  which  had  lasted  for  8  days  had  its  regular  sessions  at  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  itself.  Dr.  A.  Ramachandra  Rao,  M.B.B.S., 
B.S.Sc.,  Superintendent,  of  the  Hospital  was  appointed  by  the  W.  H,  O.  as 
an  Adviser  and  consultant  on  Small-Pox  for  the  Seminar.  Lecture  demons¬ 
trations  were  performed  by  Dr.  Rao  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of

Small-Pox  in  detail.  Demonstration  of  cases  of  various  types  were  also 
displayed  with  photographs  and  slides.  The  delegates  were  all  of  the 
opinion  that  they  have  learnt  a  great  deal  at  the  I-  D.  Hospital  in  the 
treatment  and  diagnosis  of  Small-Pox.  On  account  of  this  Seminar,  which 
has  no  precedence  of  its  kind  in  the  History  of  the  Hospital  the  whole 
Medical  world  has  started  focusing  their  attention  on  this  Hospital. 

One  more  feature  that  is  worth  mentioning  in  the  report  is  the 
inauguration  of  an  upto  date  and  fully  equipped  Research  Laboratory  of  the 
Hospital  in  the  year  under  report.  The  Laboratory  which  has  separate 
section  for  Virology,  Bacteriology  and  Sterilization  was  constructed  in  an 
upto  date  pattern  with  the  Loan  Funds  offered  by  the  State  Government 
and  was  opened  on  the  23rd  November  1962  by  Thiru.  V.  R.  Nedunchezhian, 
Leader  of  the  Opposition  Party,  Madras  Legislative  Assembly  with  the 
Worshipful  Mayor  of  Madras  in  the  chair.  The  Laboratory  had  started 
functioning  since  November  1962.  It  is  worth  mentioning  here  that  the 
Virology  Section  of  the  Laboratory  has  been  fully  equipped  with  the 
W.  H.  O.  The  Laboratory  has  completely  fulfilled  the  long  felt  need  and 
serves  the  purpose  especially  in  regard  to  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  not 
only  cases  of  Small-Pox  but  various  other  infectious  diseases  like  Cholera 
etc.,  also.  The  Research  work  on  Small-Pox  sponsored  by  the  W.  H.  O.  is 
progressing  satisfatorily  in  the  new  Laboratory. 

The  year  under  report  had  witnessed  almost  a  severe  epidemic  of 
Cholera  from  which  disease  the  city  was  free  for  about  3  years.  Cholera 
broke  out  in  an  Epidemic  form  in  the  Middle  of  October  and  was  preva¬ 
lent  almost  till  the  closure  of  the  year.  Small-Pox  was  in  an  Endemic 
form  throughout  the  year  with  slightly  larger  number  of  admissions  in  the 
early  months  as  usual. 

All  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  have  been  enclosed  with  expanded 
metal  during  the  year  and  estimates  appropriated  for  the  provision  of 
mosaic  flooring  for  the  wards. 

Another  thing  that  needs  a  mention  in  the  report  is  that  when  the 
Cholera  Epidemic  was  in  full  rage,  a  Mobile  Unit  consisting  of  a  Doctor, 
a  Nurse,  an  Auxiliary  Nurse  and  other  assistants  was  established  and  a 
separate  van  with  suitable  arrangements  was  set  apart  for  an  “ON  THE 
SPOT  TRE  ATMENT”  of  Cholera  cases.  This  arrangement  was  very 
much  appreciated  not  only  by  the  Health  authorities  but  also  by  the 
Public.  This  arrangement  helped  a  lot  to  save  the  lives  of  several  dying 
patients, 

ADMINISTRATION  AND  STAFF 

Dr.  A.  R.  Rao  was  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  with  Dr. 
Prahlad  as  R.M.O.  and  Dr.  A.  Lakshmi  and  Dr.  Swaminathan  as  A.M.O’s. 

As  regards  other  staff,  there  was  no  change  in  the  strength  ;  but 
there  has  been  temporary  staff  throughout  the  year  according  to  the 
situation  and  requirement. 
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PATIENTS  AND  THEIR  CARE 

On  the  whole  10,993  cases  of  all  diseases  were  admitted  during  the 
year  and  in  all  11,151  cases  were  treated  including  those  remained  on 
31 — 12 — 61.  Out  of  this  total  10,384  were  discharged  cured,  452  died  and 
315  remained  in  the  Hospital  at  the  close  of  the  year.

The  overall  case  fatality  rate  was  4.05%  as  against  10.6%  in  the 
previous  year.  It  is  clear  that  the  mortality  rate  has  been  on  the  decrease 
to  an  appreciable  extent  though  the  city  had  cholera  in  an  epidemic  form 
and  Small  Pox  in  an  Endemic  Form.  The  total  admissions  month-war 
along  with  the  deaths  are  shown  in  Graph  No.  1.

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CHOLERA 

Cholera  after  a  lull  of  about  3  years  has  emerged  as  an  epidemic 
in  the  city  of  Madras  i.e.9  in  the  beginning  from  the  southern  end  of  the 
city  in  the  middle  of  October  1962.  Though  the  epidemic  was  so  severe 
in  the  beginning  it  was  well  controlled  by  the  Health  authorities  of  the 
Corporation  in  about  a  couple  of  months.  There  were  in  all  777  cases  of 
Cholera  admitted  from  city  and  32  from  suburbs  during  the  year.  The 
mortality  rate  with  reference  to  the  total  treated  was  6‘3%  only.  This 
mortality  rate  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Madras  City  and  perhaps 
in  the  whole  of  India.

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Ambulance  Service 


In  all  the  Hospital  owned  6  Ambulances  for  removal  of  cases. 
Besides  these  Vans  from  other  institutions  of  the  Health  Department  were 
got  for  emergency  use.  One  of  the  above  6  vans  was  suitably  modified 
for  use  as  Mobile  Unit  Van ;  but  during  non  epidemic  periods  the  van 
was  used  as  ordinary  ambulance. 

Medical  Training 

As  usual  the  under  graduate  students  from  Madras,  Stanley  and 
Kilpauk  Medical  Colleges  of  Madras  and  the  Mission  Medical  Callege  of 
Vellore  attended  lectures  on  Infectious  Diseases  in  this  Hospital  Further 
post  graduate  students  and  Public  Health  Students  have  also  had  their 
training  here.  Several  batches  of  Medical  Internees  from  the  city 
Medical  Colleges  had  their  postings  to  this  Hospital  during  the  year.

Dispensaries 

In  order  to  keep  the  City  free  from  diseases,  the  Health  Administra¬ 
tion  has  to  bring  within  its  scope  free  medical  aid  to  the  citizens.  From 
the  time  of  implementation  of  the  White  Paper  on  the  reform  of  Local 
Administration  on  14-4-1962  this  part  of  the  essential  work  of  the  health 
administration  was  entrusted  to  the  District  Health  Officers  under  the 
overall  supervision  of  the  City  Health  Officer.  The  provision  of  Free 
Medical  Aid  to  all  the  citizens  especially  to  the  poor  was  meted  out  with 
the  help  of  50  dispensaries  out  of  which  2  were  newly  opened  during  the 
year.  Besides  the  above  general  dispensaries,  the  8  Special  Clinics  of  the 
Health  Department  had  also  contributed  to  a  great  extent  in  the  field  of 
medical  service  to  the  Public.

All  the  dispensaries  and  clinics  maintained  in  the  City  were  provid¬ 
ed  with  modern  equipments  and  latest  medicines  necessary  for  treatment 
of  all  ailments.  The  Central  Medical  Stores  at  Chintadripet  and  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  rear  of  Ripon  Buildings  had  also  largely 
contributed  in  supplying  medicines  and  analysing  specimens  of  blood, 
urine,  motion,  etc.  respectively  during  the  year.  The  Medical  Officers, 
in-charge  of  the  dispensaries  had  evinced  great  interest  in  not  only  ■; 
attending  to  the  treatment  of  cases  but  also  in  advising  and  getting  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  deserving  patients  in  the  City  Hospitals,  wherever  necessary. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  existing  Special  Clinics  for 
Venereal,  Leprosy  and  Tuberculosis  continued  to  render  very  useful  service  , 
to  the  citizens.  Out  of  the  5  T.  B.  Clinics,  4  were  attached  to  the  State 
Government  Hospitals  under  the  control  of  the  Director,  Madras  T.  B. 
Institute  and  Clinics.  The  medicines  and  accommodation  for  the  clinics 
were  provided  by  the  Government  and  the  establishment  charges  of  the 
staff  were  borne  out  from  the  Corporation  funds  as  usual.  The  location  of 
the  Special  Clinics  in  the  City  is  given  below  :

Mobile  Dispensary  Service 

The  Free  Medical  Aid  was  also  extended  to  the  citizens  residing  in 
the  extended  and  outlying  areas  of  the  City  and  at  places  far  away  from 
the  permanent  dispensaries  through  Mobile  Medical  Vans.  The  Medical 
Officers  in-charge  of  Adyar  and  Kodambakkam  carried  out  the  work 
very  satisfactorily  in  the  evenings  besides  their  usual  work  at  permanent 
dispensaries  in  the  mornings.  The  poor  people  residing  atChoolaimedu, 
Namasivayapuram,  Kodambakkam  Cheri,  Jaffarkhanpet,  Alcot  Kuppam, 
Vannanthurai,  Kottur  Cheri,  Zamin  Adyar,  Damodarapuram  and  Varada- 
rajapuram,  were  able  to  avail  of  the  services  of  the  Mobile  Dispensary  as 
usual  during  the  year  1962  also.

Situation : 

In  April  1962  the  Clinic  was  shifted  to  another  building  in  the  same 
Compound  of  the  old  Clinic.  This  change  was  necessitated  by  the  re¬ 
organisation  of  the  Corporation  administrative  offices. 

Working  Hours : 

The  Clinic  worked  from  7-30  a.  m.  to  1  p.m.  on  all  days  except 
Mondays. 

Staff : 

The  staff  consisted  of  a  Medical  Officer,  One  Health  Visitor,  One 
Pharmasist,  a  Female  and  a  male  orderly. 

Object  : 

Though  the  Clinic  is  intended  to  cater  the  public  residing  in  the 
divisions  of  South  Madras  it  also  helped  patients  coming  from  other 
divisions  of  the  city  and  Mofussil  areas  to  get  examined.  Treatment 
was  given  to  them  also. 


4,940  new  patients  sought  the  opinion  and  advise  during  the  year 
1962.  Out  of  this  61  cases  were  found  to  be  infective  Hansen  cases  and 
313  were  found  to  be  non-infective  Hansen  cases.  Total  number  of 
Hansen  cases  diagnosed  was  374. 


32,250  old  cases  were  attended  to  the  grand  total  of  patients  who 
attended  the  clinic  was  37,190.  The  daily  average  attendance  was  119. 


412  children  with  skin  lesions  studying  in  various  Corporation 
schools  were  sent  to  this  clinic  for  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Of  these  75 
children  manifested  definite  signs  of  leprosy.  No  open  cases  among  them 
was  detected. 


Survey  during  the  year  was  carried  out  in  Elephant  Tank  and 
Barbers  Bridge  areas.  Most  of  the  families  in  these  areas  were  found  to 
be  of  low  economic  standard  and  illiterate.  Dermitities,  scabies  and 
fungus  infections  of  the  skin  were  found  to  be  of  common  occurrence.  Most 
of  the  residents  belong  to  the  working  classes.  Chiefly  beedi  workers 
and  weavers.

Object : 


Though  the  Clinic  is  intended  to  cater  to  the  public  residing  in  the 
Divisions  of  North  Madras,  it  also  helped  patients  coming  from  other 
Divisions  of  the  City  and  the  adjoining  Mofussil  areas  to  get  examined. 
Treatment  was  given  to  them  also. 
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4,181  new  patients  sought  the  opinion  and  advise  of  the  Clinic 
during  the  year  1962.  Out  of  these,  77  cases  were  found  to  be  infective 
Hansen  cases,  and  317  were  non-infective  Hansen  cases  making  a  total  of 
394  Hansen  cases  19,578  old  cases  were  treated  during  the  year.  Total  of 
all  cases  treated  new  and  old  for  the  year  is  21,749. 

Survey  : — 

Health  Visitor  of  the  Clinic  surveyed  four  streets  in  Pulianthope 
area  during  this  period.  3,240  out  of  an  enumerated  population  3,503 
were  examined  detecting  13  cases.  The  houses  of  known  infective 
cases  were  periodically  visited  to  .observe  occurrence  of  new  and  early 
cases  amongst  contacts.

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TUBERCULOSIS  CLINIC,  PULIANTHOPE 

Tuberculosis  Clinic  Pulianthope  situated  at  13,  Pulianthope  High 
Road,  Madras-12,  completes  its  18th  year  of  service  by  November  1962. 

This  institution,  run  by  the  Corporation  of  Madras,  continued  to 
serve  the  need  of  the  people  from  the  following  areas: 

(1)  Pulianthope,  (2)  Choolai,  (3)  Perambur,  (4)  Sembiam, 
(5)  Kosapet,  (6)  Vyasarpady,  (7)  Otteri,  (8)  Aynavaram. 

The  Clinic  is  fully  equipped  both  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  patients. 

The  staff  consists  of  one  Medical  Officer,  one  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  two  Health  Visitors,  one  Clerk,  one  Pharmacist,  two  Laboratory 
Technicians,  one  Male  Ward  Attendant,  three  Female  Ward  Attendants, 
one  Peon,  one  Watchman  and  one  Sweeper. 
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Patents  under  the  Clinic's  preventive  control  area  are  treated  as 
out-patients  till  the  time  they  get  admission  to  Govt.  T.T.  Hospital,  Otteri 
and  their  treatment  and  follow  up  are  continued  after  discharge  from 
the  Hospital. 

The  Clinic  works  with  close  co-operation  of  Tuberculosis  Chemo- 
theraphy  Centre,  Egmore.  Fresh  cases  are  referred  to  this  centre  for 
research  work  and  domiciliary  treatment. 


During  the  year  9,743  new  patients  sought  the  help  of  this  Clinic. 
This  figure  will  speak  for  the  popularity  of  this  Clinic.

Treatment : 

All  new  cases  were  physically  examined  and  screened  in  addition 
to  sputum  and  blood  examination.  X-ray  chest  was  taken  for  diagnostic 
and  treatment  purpose.  All  acute  cases  got  Streptomycin  1  gm.  I.  M. 
daily  with  I.  N.  H.  200  mgms.  daily  for  a  month  and  re-X-rayed  to  assess 
improvement.  Suitable  cases  were  put  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission 
to  Tatnbaram  Sanatorium.  Collapse  therapy  was  almost  abandoned  and 
only  suitable  cases  were  sometimes  tried  for  A.  P.  Some  cases  returned 
to  the  Clinic  for  P.  P.  after  discharge  from  Sanatorium  for  continuance 

ofP.  P. 

Emergency  admissions  into  the  Tuberculosis  Ward  were  done  by 
Casualty  Medical  Officer  and  also  some  cases  were  transferred  from 
Medical  units  if  Sputum  is  positive  and  their  conditions  did  not  permit  for 
discharge  to  attend  out-patient  clinic.  As  soon  as  the  emergencies  were 
over  they  were  advised  to  attend  to  their  respective  clinics  where  they 

were  living. 
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Almost  all  patients  belonging  to  the  area  of  the  Clinic  were  given 
free  antibiotics  daily  and  some  chronic  patients  got  tablets  every  week. 

Check  up  for  in-patients  : 

All  patients  dicharged  from  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  residing  in 
the  surrounding  area  reported  to  the  Clinic  for  periodical  check  up  which 
consisted  of  Sputum  and  blood  examination,  X-ray  chest  and  physical 
examination  etc.  The  period  of  check  up  varied  from  3  to  6  months 
depending  on  individual  cases.  This  had  helped  in  early  detection  of 
relapses  and  immediate  institution  ot  treatment.

Tuberculosis  Clinic,  Stanley  Hospital,  functioned  between  1-30  and 
5  p.  m.  on  all  days  except  Sundays.  The  staff  consisted  of  a  Medical 
Officer,  two  House  Surgeons,  two  Health  Visitors,  a  Clerk,  a  staff  Nurse, 
a  female  nursing  orderly  and  a  Male  Nursing  Orderly. 

About  20  new  cases  attended  the  clinic  every  day.  All  new  cases 
were  registered,  examined  and  screened  the  same  day.  Sputum  examina¬ 
tions  were  done.  All  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  cases  suitable  for 
Sanatorium  treatment  were  put  in  the  waiting  list  for  admission  to  T.  B. 
Sanatorium,  Tambaram  by  the  Director  every  Monday  and  their  register 
was  maintained.  Govt,  servants  were  placed  in  separate  waiting  list  and 
were  given  priority  for  admission.  Bilaterial  pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
cases  were  given,  Domicilliary  treatment.  As  far  as  possible,  they  were 
isolated  in  their  Homes  and  were  looked  after  by  the  Health  visitors  and 
the  Medical  Officer  perodically. 

Medical  Officer  and  Health  visitors  visited  the  houses  of  patients 
every  working  day  between  8-11  and  advise  was  given  regarding  isolation 
of  patient,  disposal  of  sputum,  general  hygiene  etc.  Contacts  of  patients 
were  brought  to  the  Clinic  for  examination  and  were  screened  and  advices 
were  given  regarding  Sanitation  and  hygiene.  Contact  cases  which  showed 
active  lesson  were  also  put  in  the  waiting  list  and  treatment  started  in 
the  Clinic  as  out-patients. 

In  the  clinic  collapse  therapy  was  done  on  suitable  cases  anti-tuber¬ 
cular  drugs  like  streptomycin,  P.  A.  S.  and  I.  N.  H.  were  given  to  all 
poor  patients.  Two  combinations  (1)  Streptomycin  and  I.  N.  H.  (2)  P.A.S. 
and  I.  N.  H.  were  given. 

Emergency  cases  of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  like  Haemoptysis 
Spontaneous  pneumothorax  etc.,  were  admitted  to  the  emergency  ward 
attached  to  the  Clinic.  Six  beds  were  provided,  three  for  Males  and  three 
for  Females,  cases  suitable  for  surgery  were  admitted  direct  to  T.  B. 
Sanatorium,  Tambaram,  pregnant  female  patients  were  also  admitted 
direct. 
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Family  Planning  advice  was  given  by  the  Health  visitors  to  female 
patients  and  were  asked  to  attend  the  Family  Planning  Clinic.

Remarks  : 

In  considering  the  problems  of  control  of  Tuberculosis,  three  main 

things  are  to  be  borne  in  mind  : —

(a)  The  Patients, 

(b)  Their  environmental  factors  ;  and 

(c)  Facilities  for  early  detection  and  therapy. 

The  Association  between  adverse  Social  Conditions  with  regard  to 
nutrition,  living  standards,  and  working  conditions  is  well  known. 

Improved  housing  conditions,  leading  to  a  reduction  in  the  number 
dosage  and  closeness  of  contact  is  an  important  factor  in  improving  social 
conditions. 

The  Tuberculosis  control  movement  revolves  round  the  patient. 
He  is  the  victim  on  whom  the  real  burden  of  the  disease  falls.  It  is  the 
improvement  of  his  plight  and  trying  to  keep  others  from  undergoing  bis 
ordeal,  that  give  meaning  to  control  efforts.

Treatment  cannot  be  said  to  be  complete  until  the  patient  is  ready 
to  return  to  useful  and  satisfying  living. 

Raising  the  standard  of  living  results  in  improved  well-being,  im¬ 
proved  housing,  nutrition,  cleanliness  and  sanitary  conditions  and  the 
raising  of  the  standard  of  education  and  general  social  security  are  fac¬ 
tors  which  contribute  to  a  decline  in  Tuberculosis.  The  general  measures 
help  to  a  certain  point.  But  a  regular  anti-Tuberculosis  campaign  inclu¬ 
ding  the  measure  of  protection  of  the  uninfected  population  by  inocula¬ 
tion  with  B.CG.,  that  contributes  to  help  the  decline  in  the  incidence  of 
Tuberculosis.

To  divorce  specific  measures  from  general  measures  will  add  to  the 
difficulty  in  the  Control  of  Tuberculosis.  •

The  T.  B.  Clinic  attached  to  the  above  hospital  functions  on  all 
days  except  Sundays  from  2  p.  m.  to  5  p.  m.  Triplicane,  Zambazaar, 
Pudupakkam,  Thiruvateeswaranpet,  Mound  Road,  Chepauk,  Mirsahibpet, 
and  Krishnampet  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  [clinic.  Only  women 
and  children  are  treated  and  contact  cases  are  examined.  Male  contacts 
are  screened,  and  if  found  positive  are  referred  to  General  or  Royapettah 
Hospital. 

The  Director,  Tuberculosis  Institute,  supervises  the  clinic  once  in  a 
week  and  puts  deserving  patients  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
on  waiting  list  for  admission  into  the  Government  Tuberculosis  and  an 
house  surgeon  attending  the  patients  and  also  examine  the  in-patients 
when  requested  by  the  Ward  Doctor  and  give  necessary  advise.  The 
doctor  and  a  Health  Visitor  visits  the  patients  in  their  homes  and  give 
them  necessary  advice  regarding  the  disposal  of  sputum,  contact  exami¬ 
nation,  attending  the  hospital  regularly,  health  etc.  When  patients  of  this 
area  happen  to  visit  other  clinics  they  are  referred  back  to  this  clinic. 
The  health  visitor  visits  them  and  advises  them  to  visit  their  clinic.  The 
clinic  functions  only  as  an  out-patient  department. 

The  year  under  review  2,927  new  patients  attended  the  clinic. 
407  cases  were  diagnosed  to  be  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  out 
of  which  150  cases  were  put  on  waiting  list  for  admission  into  the 
Sanatorium,  Tambaram.  All  clinical  examinations  are  being  done  in  the 
hospital,  clinical  laboratory,  screening  and  X-ray  appartus  is  made  use  of. 
Most  of  the  patients  are  P.  T.  Ill  cases,  majority  of  them  being  between 
the  ages  of  16  and  25  years,  their  income  being  between  Rs.  21  /-  to  Rs.40/- 
and  their  occupation  housewife. 

Deserving  patients  are  receiving  money  from  the  Bhavanagar  Fund. 
They  are  paid  Rs.  10/-  per  month  for  a  period  of  six  months.

Medical 

Inspection 

Medical  inspection  and  periodical  check  up  of  health  of  the  children 
attending  Corporation  schools  in  the  City  continued  during  the  year 
under  review.  Three  Medical  Inspectors  and  three  Inspectresses  were 
deputed  to  carry  out  the  work  by  drawing  advanced  programmes  and  in¬ 
timating  the  Headmasters  and  Headmistresses  of  the  schools.  In  spite 
of  increased  number  of  pupils  and  schools  in  the  city,  the  medical  inspec¬ 
tion  work  was  carried  out  with  the  existing  complement  of  Medical 
Inspectors  and  Inspectresses  which  was  comparatively  less  during  the 

year.  In  view  of  frequent  deputation  of  Medical  Inspection  staff  to  dis¬ 
pensaries  work  the  progress-  of  inspection  work  was  slackened  a  little 
during  1962. 
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The  number  of  schools  was  305  out  of  which  90  schools  were 
visited.  The  type  and  number  of  Corporation  schools  are  given  below: —

In  addition  there  are  two  high  schools  maintained  by  the 
Corporation. 

Like  the  previous  year,  there  was  only  one  school  medical  van 
which  took  children  of  South  Madras  to  skin  clinics  for  examination  and 
treatment  and  for  B.C.G.  vaccination.  In  addition  the  van  took  children 
with  defective  vision  of  all  schools  to  Royapuram  Stanley  Hospital  and 
Opthalmic  Hospital. 

During  the  year  11,452  boys  and  10,455  girls  were  examined,  of 
whom  4,265  boys  and  4,600  girls  were  found  defective.  The  more  im¬ 
portant  features  observed  are  given  in  detail  below  : — 

Malnutrition. — 621  boys  (5.42%)  and  1,608  girls  (15.38%)  were 
found  under  this  group.  They  were  treated  with  shark  liver  oil  and 
calcium  lactas  for  a  period  of  90  days  and  improvement  was  noticed.  799 
boys  and  655  girls  who  were  suffering  from  stomatitis  were  given  yeast 
tablets.  365  boys  and  164  girls  were  found  to  be  suffering  rickets  and 
216  boys  and  438  girls  from  other  types  of  vitamin  deficiency. 

Treatment. — 2,645  boys  and  3,551  girls  were  treated  in  their 
schools  and  290  boys  and  381  girls  were  referred  to  Corporation  dis¬ 
pensaries.  564  boys  and  686  girls  were  referred  to  Government  hospitals. 

Re-visit. — 182  visits  were  paid  and  4,100  boys  and  4,266  girls 
examined. 

Infectious  and  Contagious  Diseases. — 499  boys  and  770  girls  were 
suffering  from  these  diseases.  Of  these  276  boys  and  520  girls  were 
having  scabies  and  were  treated  with  medicines  supplied  by  medical 
stores.  Depigmented  patches  were  found  in  120  boys  and  163  girls.  Of 
these  cases  which  were  referred  to  skin  clinic  80  were  found  to  be  suffer¬ 
ing  from  Hansen’s  disease  and  were  treated.  80  cases  are  under 

observation.  . 

Details  of  other  diseases  are  given  in  accompanying  statistical 

forms. 
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Co-operation  of  Teachers. — There  was  good  co-operation  of  the  staff 
of  various  schools  inspected  towards  identification  of  defects  and  treat¬ 
ment.  First  aid  was  administered  by  teachers  with  medicines  supplied 
from  the  medical  stores. 

School  Sanitation. — Defects  of  schools  noted  with  special  reference 
to  sanitation,  water  supply,  play  ground  facilities  etc.  were  pointed  out 
and  suggestions  made  for  remedy  of  the  defects. 

Medical  Examination  of  Thozhilalies . — 1,321  men,  64  women  workers 
of  all  the  departments  of  the  Corporation  were  examined  for  physical 
fitness  or  invalidation  during  the  year. 

Supply  of  Spectacles. — 71  children  were  sent  to  Ophthalmic  Hospital 
and  the  eye  department  of  Royapuram  Stanley  Hospital  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  May  62  to  the  end  of  July  62.  13  children  were  prescribed  specta¬ 

cles  and  these  were  ordered  from  S.V.S.  Davey  &  Sons  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  104 
and  61  Naye  paise  and  distributed  to  the  children  in  December  62.

Midday  Meals  Scheme* 

This  Pioneer  Scheme  of  the  Madras  Corporation  was  first  introduced 
in  the  year  1925  for  feeding  500  pupils  in  the  Corporation  Schools. 
Preparation  of  meals  and  distribution  to  the  schools  in  covered  vans  under 
hy  gienic  condition  were  transferred  to  the  Health  Department  in  the  year 
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1947.  During  the  year  of  transfer  3,000  pupils  of  the  Corporation  Schools 
were  provided  with  midday  meals  from  3  Corporation  Midday  Meal 
Centres  in  the  City  located  at  Gopalapuram  in  the  South,  Chintadripet  in 
the  Centre  and  Basin  Bridge  in  the  North,  on  all  the  school  working  days. 
Gradually  supply  of  meals  was  increased  and  during  the  year  J  957  this 
Scheme  vas  reorganised  by  changing  the  menu  and  supplying  four  kinds 
of  meals,  each  variety  on  a  particular  day  as  per  the  programme  which 

was  more  palatable  and  of  nutritive  value.

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Besides  the  main  work  of  supplying  midday  meals  to  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Schools  children,  the  Centres  came  to  the  rescue  of  the  victims  of 
flood  and  fire  who  were  rendered  homeless  by  preparing  and  supplying 
meals. 

During  the  year  under  review,  1950  meals  were  supplied  by  the 
M.M.  Centre,  South  Range  for  the  fire  victims  atKannammapet,  T.  Nagar 
and  Yanai  Kulam,  Krishnampet.  Further  33,489  meals  were  supplied 
for  the  flood  affected  victims  by  the  Central  and  North  Ranges. 

This  year  2,000  cases  of  milk  powder  of  54  lbs.  each  were  received 
from  the  Catholic  Relief  Services  and  it  was  distributed  to  all  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Schools  for  supply  of  reconstituted  milk  to  the  children  on  all  work¬ 
ing  days  and  also  used  to  supply  curd  rice  for  the  34,007  children  twice  a 
week. 

In  the  Midday  Meal  Centre,  Central  Range  electrical  ovens  are 
being  installed  and  the  work  is  under  progress.  In  the  South  Range 
Centre,  work  is  in  progress  for  installation  of  Steam  Boiler  which  when 
completed  would  accelerate  speedy  cooking.  Major  repairs  were  also 
carried  out  to  the  existing  building. 

For  quick  distribution  of  meals  to  the  various  schools  in  the  City, 
four  food  vans  have  been  allotted  to  the  North  and  South  Ranges.

MILK  DISTRIBUTION  SCHEME 

The  free  supply  of  reconstituted  milk  to  the  children  attending 

the  Corporation  Schools  in  the  City  continued  during  the  year  under 

% 

review.  The  Catholic  Relief  Services  had  donated  a  further  quantity  of 
2,000  cases  of  milk  powder  aggregating  to  1,08,000  lbs.  during  1962.  The 
work  of  reconstitution  of  milk  was  entrusted  to  the  concerned  schools 
itself  as  the  Co-operative  Milk  Supply  Union  were  unable  to  supply  more 
than  2,500  gallons  per  day.  With  a  view  to  facilitate  the  reconstitution 
and  supply  of  milk  to  the  school  children  boilers  and  dabaras  were  pur¬ 
chased  and  distributed  to  schools.  The  above  work  was  carried  out 
satisfactorily  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  concerned  Supervisors 
and  Headmasters  of  the  schools  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  1962 — 4,609  cases  i.e.,  2,48,886  lbs.  were  distributed 
to  the  Corporation  schools. 

663  cases  i.e.,  35,802  lbs.  were  used  for  curd  bath  in  all  the  three 
midday  meal  centres. 

1,800  cases  i.e.,  97,200  lbs.  were  given  to  the  Hon.  Secretary  to  the 
Madras  State  Police  Organisation  and  Commandant,  S.A.P.  Avadi. 

Further  1,116  cases  ie.,  60,264  lbs.  were  used  for  milk  reconstitution 
work.  So  there  was  a  stock  balance  of  2,430  cases  of  54  lbs.  each  on 
31—12 — 62. 
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Public  Health  Laboratory 

Public  Health  Laboratory  is  now  a  well  known  laboratory,  which 
was  started  in  the  year  1946.  This  laboratory  was  providing  laboratory 
facilities  to  the  Medical  institutions  run  by  Corporation  of  Madras;, 
subsequently  it  was  permitted  to  cater  to  the  needs  of  private  practitioners 
.  of  the  city  and  their  clients  etc.  The  charges  levied  for  the  testing  the 
samples  of  blood,  urine,  motion,  smears  etc,  etc.,  are  very  nominal,  so  as 
to  be  within  the  reach  of  the  poor  man.  This  laboratory  is  primarily 
intended  for  service  to  the  public  and  to  the  help  such  of  the  patients  who 
cannot  afford  to  pay  the  rates  of  a  private  laboratory. 

This  laboratory  is  under  the  charge  and  efficient  care  of  the 
Pathologist,  Kumari  Dr.  Shantha  Arogyadoss,  M.  D.,  D.  G.  O.,  who  has 
had  post-graduate  training  in  U.  S.  A.  She  is  ably  assisted  by 
Dr.  M.  Anantaraman,  M.  B.  B.  S.,  Senior  Asst.,  Dr.  Mrs.  Sharada  Bai, 

B.  Sc.,  M.  B.  B.  S.,  and  Mr.  M.  C.  Arunachalam,  B.  Sc.,  Bio-Chemist, 
Mr.  T.  Srinivasan,  Senior  Techinician  and  other  3  techinicians,  8 
attenders,  2  peons  and  a  Sweeper.  She  has  been  improving  the  laboratory 
to'  keep  it  up-to-date  in  equipments,  apparatus:and  in  techniques  adopted 
and  she  is  trying  her  best  to  keep  the  laboratory  on  a  par  with  the  foreign 
laboratories  in  all  respects,  as  far  as  possible. 

It  may  be  mentioned  here  once  again  for  the  information  of  the 
public  and  private  Medical  practitioners  as  well  Corporation  Medical 
institutions  that  this  laboratory  undertakes  almost  all  examinations, 
namely — Clinics — Pathological,  Bacteriological,  Serological  and  Bio-  • 
Chemical  analysis  etc,  etc.  The  rates  charged  are  very  competitive.  The 
examination  of  Sputum  for  Acid-fast-bacilli  and  the  throat  swabs  for 

C.  Diptheria  etc.,  are  done  free  of  cost  with  a  view  to  encourage  the 
public  as  well  as  from  public  health  point  of  view. 

This  laboratory  offers  a  Scientific  approach  to  the  Public  as  well  as 
to  the  Private  Practitioners  and  it  is  for  them  to  avail  themselves  of 
these  laboratory  facilities  provided  by  the  Corporation  of  Madras.

The  laboratory  undertakes  routine  screening  of  blood  of  pregnant 
women  who  attend  the  anti-natal  clinics  of  the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 
Now  the  routine  screening  of  the  blood  is  done  for  20  Centres.  During 
the  year  under  review  18,760  mothers  had  their  blood  tested  and  out  of 
them  55 1  cases  were  positive  for  venereal  disease.  Syphilis  not  only 
affects  the  termination  of  pregnancy  but  the  child  born  of  syphilitic 
parents  will  congenitally  acquire  the  diseases  and  it  will  be  a  great  thing 
if  this  is  detected  before  the  child  is  born  and  the  mother  treated  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  child  from  infection  with  the  disease.  With  this  idea,  this 
scheme  was  put  into  operation.  The  laboratory  is  equipped  with  a 
laboratory  blood  testing  unit  donated  by  the  UNICEF  in  the  year  1951, 
which  is  of  great  use  in  working  out  the  scheme  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  public.  Subsequently  the  equipments  have  been  supplemented  by 
apparatus  purchased  by  the  Corporation  itself.

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The  testing  of  samples  for  the  Corporation  Employees  drawing  a 
salary  of  less  than  Rs.  300/-  and  their  dependents  is  free  of  charge. 

Specimen  received  from  the  Corporation  Institutions  also  are 
charged  at  the  scheduled  rate  for  the  Bio-Chemical  analysis  only  : — 

The  working  hours  of  the  laboratory  is  from  10-00  a.m.  to  5  00  p.m. 
at  present.  Because  of  the  heavy  load  of  work  we  have  to  restrict  the 
receipt  of  specimens  by  10-30  a.m.  itself,  although  very  urgent,  speci-  . 
mens  are  received  from  10-30  a.m.  to  12  noon  only.  In  case  the  number 
of  specimens  are  too  many  for  the  day,  the  patients  are  given  an  ap¬ 
pointment  for  the  next  day  or  on  a  subsequent  working  day,  to  go 
over  the  laboratory,  with  a  fresh  specimen  by  10  a.m.  Now  every  day  the 
laboratory  is  Over  crowded  with  patients  and  hence  it  is  suggested  that 
appointment  for  examination  for  blood  counts,  G.T.T.  etc.,  be  fixed  pre¬ 
viously  at  the  laboratory  during  working  hours  i.e.,  between  10-00  a.m- 
to  5-00  p.m.  for  the  convenience  of  the  public.  Public  Health  Laboratory  is 
one  of  the  A  Grade  Laboratories  in  the  city  of  Madras,  maintained  by  the 
Madras  Corporation  since  1946  with  up-to-date  equipment  and  apparatus 
for  doing  the  various  kinds  of  investigation.  During  the  year  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  has  been  selected  as  a  training  centre  for  B.Sc. 
Graduate  in  Laboratory  Technology,  the  course  being  conducted  by  the 
Voluntary  Health  Service,  Mylapore,  Madras-4,  and  it  continues  to  be  the 
trailing  centre,  this  year  also.  Investigation  on  specimen  from 
I.D.H.T.  are  also  done  at  this  laboratory,  particularly  cholera  motion 
specimens.  During  the  year  the  total  number  of  specimens  examined  for 
cholera  was  1,549;  out  of  these  872  specimens  proved  to  be  positive  cases; 
all  the  positive  cases  are  typed  to  identify  the  strain. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  building  for  housing  the  Bio- 

/ 

Chemistry  section  has  taken  some  shapes.  The  amenties  like  sanitary 
fittings  are  being  provided  for,  and  it  is  expected  to  be  completed  in 
the  year  1963. 

In  conclusion  I  would  again  like  to  stress  on;the  point,  that  we  will 
much  appreciate  that  whenever  possible,  the  person  going  over  to  the 
laboratory  make  an  appointment,  by  so  doing  the  routine  work  at  labora¬ 
tory  will  not  be  dislocated  whereas  if  cases,  stray  into  the  laboratory  as 
and  when  they  want,  i.e.,  entirely  dislocates  the  daily  routine  of  the 
laboratory  work  and  the  workers.

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PUBLIC  ANALYST  LABORATORY 

During  the  year  1962  the  total  number  of  samples  analysed  by  the 
Public  Analyst’s  Laboratory  was  8,645  as  against  7,567  samples  dealt  with 
in  the  previous  year.  This  increase  in  the  turn  over  by  more  than  1,000 
samples  was  possible  as  the  Laboratory  had  its  complement  of  technical 
staff  almost  in  full  throughout  the  whole  year.  The  number  of  samples 
taken  under  the  Prevention  of  Food  Adulteration  Act,  1954  was  8,128;  the 
remaining  517  were  taken  informally  for  analysis.  Of  the  8,128  samples, 
6,145.  were  genuine  and  1,983  were  adulterated,  and  the  percentage  of 
adulterated  samples  was  24.4. 

To  the  usual  varieties  of  articles  analysed  by  this  Laboratory  an 
important  addition  this  year  was  “Asafoetida”,  which,  as  an  adjunct  to 
culinary  preparations,  is  valued  for  its  medicinal  properties  and  appetis¬ 
ing  flavour.  The  strong  natural  aroma  of  this  rather  costly  oleo-gum- 
tesin  imported  from  Iran  and  Afghanistan  enables  any  dishonest  vendor 
to  incorporate  just  a  small  quantity  of  the  genuine  stuff  in  large  quanti¬ 
ties  of  adulterants  and  earn  huge  profits. 

The  details  regarding  the  various  articles  of  food  analysed  during 
the  year  1962  are  given  below: — 

Milk: — Milk  has  continued  to  maintain  progressive  improvement  in 
its  quality.  Slow,  yet  steady,  the  fall  in  the  percentage  of  adulteration  is 
noticeable  in  the  year  under  report  also  by  a  further  3  per  cent.  This  is 
partly  due  to  the  large  number  of  samples  tackled  by  the  Laboratory 
year  after  year  without  any  relaxation  in  its  efforts  to  bring  down  the 
adulteration  of  this  important  article  of  food.  The  citizens  can  hope  to 
see  further  improvement  if  the  activities  of  the  Government  Dairy  Pro¬ 
ject  and  Milk  Co-operatives  are  stepped  up  rapidly  to  eliminate  com¬ 
pletely  the  disorganised  milk  trade  carried  on  by  individual  unlicensed 
milk-men  in  the  City-

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For  the  1,389  genuine  samples  of  cow's  milk,  the  average  values  of 
fat  was  5*3  per  cent  and  of  milk-solids  other  than  milk-fat  was  9*2  per 
cent,  while  for  the  1,186  samples  of  buffalo’s  milk,  the  corresponding 
values  were  7*1  per  cent  and  9*9  per  cent. 

Among  the  adulterated  samples,  the  average  per  cent  of  added 
water  was  21*5  per  cent,  the  minimum  and  maximum  limits  being  2  per 
cent,  and  75  per  cent  respectively,  while  the  average  value  for  fat  deficiency 
was  32*4  percent,  the  range  lying  between  10  per  cent,  and  100  per  cent. 

The  remaining  15  milk  samples  not  included  in  the  statement  given 
above  consisted  of: — 1  sold  as  goat’s  and  buffalo’s  milk,  1  as  goat’s  and 
cow’s  milk,  1  as  cow’s,  buffalo’s  and  goat’s  milk,  2  as  powder  milk,  1  as 
skimmed  milk;  and  of  the  remaining  nine,  5  were  declared  as  pastuerised 
milk,  one  as  Toned  Milk  and  3  as  Hot  milk  without  any  indication  as  to 
their  source.  Of  these,  five  were  genuine,  and  ten  were  adulterated. 

Butter : — 609  samples  were  analysed  ;  540  were  genuine  and  69 
adulterated.  In  62  of  the  69  adulterated  samples,  the  water  content 
ranged  from  17*5  percent,  to  75*5  per  cent,  (average  working  to  28  %) 
exceeding  thus  the  maixmum  limit  prescribed  under  the  Prevention  of 
Food  Adulteration  Rules.  Amongst  these  62,  14  samples  contained  fat 
not  derived  from  milk  in  addition  to  excess  water.  The  remaining  7 
samples,  which  had  water  within  the  statutory  limit  of  16  per  cent,  had 
been  certified  as  adulterated  as  they  contained  fat  other  than  milk  fat. 
The  extent  of  adulteration  with  foreign  fat  in  the  case  of  the  21  samples 
ranged  from  9  per  cent,  to  62  per  cent,  giving  the  average  value  of  21  9 
per  cent. 

Ghee: — Only  61  samples  out  of  the  810  analysed  proved  to  be 
adulterated.  51  of  these  samples  proved  to  be  substandard  in  quality,  34 
of  which  having  been  admixed  with  fat  other  than  milk-fat,  the  most 
commonly  used  fat  for  such  adulteration  being  Vanaspati  (hydrogenated 
Vegetable  oils).  Adulteration  ranged  from  12  per  cent,  to  99  per  cent, 
average  being  53  per  cent.  Ten  samples  were  condemned  as  adulterated 
as  they  contained  free  fatty  acids  exceeding  the  permissible  maximum  of 
3  per  cent  (calculated  as  Oleic  Acid),  which  should  be  deemed  to  be  a 
rather  very  liberal  value  when  compared  to  the  actual  average  of  T9  per 
cent  obtained  for  the  genuine  samples  taken  in  the  City.  Average  value 
of  acidity  for  these  ten  adulterated  samples  came  to  5*8  percent,  (expres¬ 
sed  as  Oleic  Acid)  amounting  to  93  per  cent,  increase  rendering  them 
unfit  for  consumption  due  to  such  high  deterioration  in  their  quality.

Amongst  the  adulterated  Gingelly  Oil  samples,  137  contained 
Groundnut  Oil  ranging  from  5  per  cent,  to  95  per  cent.  In  3  other  cases, 
the  nature  of  adulteration  was  complete  substitution  with  Groundnut  Oil 
and  selling  the  stuff ‘‘misbranded”  as  Gingelly  Oil.  7  of  these  137  samples 
contained  in  addition  excess  free  fatty  acids.  2  samples  of  Gingelly  Oil, 
not  containing  any  admixture  with  other  oils  were  declared  adulterated 
due  to  the  presence  of  excess  free  fatty  acids  ranging  from  0*3  to  4*5  per 
cent,  indicative  of  high  deterioration  in  their  quality.  (The  maximum  limit 
for  free  fatty  acidity  being  3  per  cent,  calculated  as  Oleic  Acid).  One 
sample  contained  both  Arachis  Oil  and  Niger  Seed  Oil  as  adulterants. 

Systematic  study  of  the  various  edible  oils  available  in  the  City  has 
proved  that  the  free  fatty  acid  content  therein  is  far  below  3  per  cent 
expressed  as  Oleic  Acid;  the  average  value  very  seldom' exceeds  2‘4  per 
cent.  Further,  during  the  brief  period  of  their  storage  after  receipt  in  the 
Laboratory  till  they  are  certified  upon,  the  rate  of  increase  in  their  free 
fatty  acid  content  has  been  very  negligible.  Unless  the  samples  had 
already  deteriorated  before  sampling  giving  a  high  figure  for  this  analyti¬ 
cal  value,  the  increase  in  the  Acid  value  has  not  been  appreciable  even 
after  keeping  the  samples  in  the  Laboratory  for  more  than  six  months. 
The  observation  has  further  proved  that  the  higher  the  initial  free  fatty 
acid  content  of  the  oil  indicative  of  their  poor  quality,  the  more  rapid  is 
the  rate  of  deterioration. 

The  23  samples  of  groundnut  oil  declared  as  such  to  the  Food 
Inspectors  were  adulterated  with  Gingelly  Oil,  presumably  to  be  palmed 
off  on  the  public  as  Gingelly  Oil.  Two  samples  of  “Radio  Oil”  were 
found  to  consist  entirely  of  refined  groundnut  oil. 

In  Cocoanut  Oil,  the  adulterant  as  usual  was  the  cheaper  Ground¬ 
nut  Oil  only,  the  percentage  ranging  from  10  to  80  per  cent  in  the  5  sam¬ 
ples  reported  as  adulterated. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  year  was  completely  free  from  cases 
of  adulteration  of  edible  oils  with  mineral  oil. 

Coffee  11  of  the  255  samples  analysed  were  certified  to  be  adul¬ 
terated.  3  samples  had  been  admixed  to  the  extent  of  55  to  80  per  cent 
with  a  preparation  of  Bengal-gram  and  Date-seed  and  1  consisted  of  a 
mixture  of  Coffee  with  date-seed  alone.  Two  samples  of  Coffee  powder 
contained  plenty  of  Coffee  husk. 

In  the  case  of  three  samples,  which  proved  to  be  mixtures  of  Coffee 
and  Chicory,  the  labels  did  not  declare  the  composition  as  prescribed 
under  Rule  42,  thereby,  committing  the  offence  of  “misbranding”  (Section 
2  (ix)  of  the  Act).  Chicory  was  completely  absent  in  a  sample  labelled  as 
“Mixture  of  Coffee  Powder  80  per  cent  Chicory  20  per  cent.”  Another 
sample  sold  as  Coffee  contained  25  per  cent  Chicory  and  25  per  cent  of 
Coffee  husk. 

Tea  162  samples  were  analysed.  One  sample  consisted  of  Tea 
dust  mixed  with  foreign  husk  and  starch,  both  evidently  derived  from 
Black-gram.  6  were  found  to  be  adulterated  as  they  had  all  been  coloured 
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artificially  with  reddish  brown  prohibited  coal-tar  colour  preparation,  5 
of  them  containing,  in  addition,  a  foreign  husk  resembling  black-gram 
husk. 

Ghee  Substitutes  29  samples  were  taken  and  analysed.  3  of  them 
were  found  to  be  adulterated.  A  sample  sold  as  “Marvo”  proved  to  be 
a  mixture  of 78  percent  hydrogenated  vegetable  fat  with  22  per  cent  ghee. 
Excess  of  free  fatty  acids  was  present  in  another  case.  Under  Rule  A.19(x) 
prescribing  the  standards,  in  all  Vanaspati  manufactured  in  India  for 
local  consumption,  incorporation  of  not  less  than  5  per  cent  by  weight  of 
raw  or  refined  sesame  (til)  oil  is  essential.  One  sample  of  Vanaspati  did 
not  contain  til  oil  at  all  as  stipulated  under  the  Act. 

Other  articles:-  245  samples  were  analysed  and  84  were  found  to  be 
adulterated.  The  details  are  given  below 


Thoor  dhall The  practice  of  colouring  dhalls  artificially  and  that, 
too,  with  a  prohibited  coal-tar  colour,  has  been  widespread.  47  samples 
out  of  the  112  examined  were  declared  adulterated  since  they  contained 
an  yellowish  orange  colouring  matter. 

Turmeric  :-  It  has  been  found  that  out  of  the  59  samples  analysed 
only  15  were  adulterated;  12  contained  Lead  to  the  extent  of  55  to  350 
parts  per  million  parts  of  the  sample  (Lead  content  should  not  exceed 
2.5  parts  per  million).  One  of  the  powder  samples  contained,  in  addition 
to  excessive  lead,  extraneous  starch,  and  another,  chillies.  Another 
sample  described  as  “Saforin  powder’’  consisted  of  a  mixture  of  Turmeric 
and  foreign  starch. 


Maida ,  Atta  and  Suji\-  Of  the  4  samples  of  Suji  and  Ravai  taken, 
one  was  found  to  be  unfit  as  it  was  slightly  insect-infested;  of  the  25 
samples  of  wheat  flour  (Maida),  two  were  condemned  as  they  were 
slightly  insect-infested  and  analytically  below  standard. 

Arrowroot'.-  Eleven  samples  were  analysed.  Two  were  adulterated. 
One  consisted  of  the  starch  of  tapioca  entirely,  and  the  other  adulterated 
sample  had  been  mixed  with  5  per  cent  tapioca  starch.  The  nine  samples 
of  arrowroot  passed  as  genuine  consisted  of  either  Curcuma  starch 
(2  samples)  or  Maranta  starch  (7  samples). 

Chillies  Powder 9  samples  were  analysed  and  8  were  adulterated 
as  they  had  been  admixed  with  cheap  adulterants  of  various  kinds, 
namely,  starch,  turmeric  powder,  sand  and  grit. 


Asafoetida :-  Compounding  of  pure  Asafoetida  (Hing)  of  either 
variety  (Irani  or  Pathani)  with  wheat  and/or  rice  flour  and  gum  arabic 
alone  is  permitted  under  the  Rules,  provided  it  is  sold  as  compounded 
(Bandhani)  Asafoetida  (Hing);  addition  of  such  diluents  in  excess  of  the 
prescribed:  limits,  or  the  addition  of  foreign  resins,  coal-tar  dyes  and 
mineral  pigments  is  prohibited  by  the  food  regulations.  Analysis  of 
the  several  samples  available  for  sale  in  the  City  indicated  that 
“compounding’’  of  asafoetida  with  such  diluents  was  carried  to  an  extreme 
limit.  The  debased  stuff  masked  With  suitable  coal-tar  colours  is  being 
sold  somBfihie^  as  plain  “Asafodtida^  tb  the  public.'  -  /  . 


Six  of  the  eight  asafoetida  samples  examined  were  found  to  be 
adulterated  as  all  of  them  contained  prohibited  coal-tar  colours.  Five  of 
the  samples  declared  “Asafoetida”,  were  not  pure  asafoetida  since  they 
were  found  to  contain  starch,  gum,  sand  and  other  mineral  matter  in 
addition  to  colouring  matter. 

Honey:-  Of  the  7  samples  analysed,  2  were  adulterated.  The 
samples  consisted  of  either  watery  cane  sugar  syrup  or  artificial  invert 
sugar  solutions,  one  having  been  coloured  artificially  with  prohibited 
coal-tar  colours  to  stimulate  genuine  honey. 

Chicory:-  Except  for  a  single  sample  which  consisted  entirely  of 
date-seed  prepared  in  imitation  of  chicory,  the  other  four  samples  proved 
to  be  genuine: 

Four  samples  of  Bengalgram  Dhall  and  Flour  and  one  of  Black  gram 
Dhall  were  examined  and  certified  to  be  genuine. 

On  behalf  of  the  other  De  partments  of  the  Corporation  as  well  as 
several  Co-operative  institutions  in  the  City,  the  Laboratory  had  to 
undertake  the  analysis  of  517  samples  during  1962.  Several  of  these 
were  taken  by  the  Health  Inspectors  from  hotels,  sweet  meat  stalls, 
store-rooms  of  several  boarding  houses  following  the  outbreak  of  food 
poisoning  in  the  City.  Analysis  of  these  samples  were  conducted  within 
the  minimum  possible  time.  The  defect  inmost  cases  was  traceable  to 
the  use  of  bad  rancid  cooking  medium,  or  stale  flour  and  cereals,  or  to 
the  spoilage  due  to  excess  moisture,  fungal  growth,  presence  of  insects 
and  their  larva  and  in  a  few  cases,  to  the  use  of  prohibited  colours. 

The  details  regarding  these  517  samples  are  given  hereunder:-

Total  amount  collected  from  private  parties  Rs.  110/- 
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With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Madras  City  Municipal  Cor¬ 
poration  District  Municipalities  (Amendment)  Act,  1962  (Madras  Act  10 
of  1962),  the  subject  of  Prevention  of  Food  Adulteration,  classified  as  a 
“Central  subject”,  has  been  placed  directly  under  the  control  of  the 
Health  Officer.  Though  the  City  has  been  bifurcated  into  North  and 
South  Districts,  under  Section  8  of  the  Prevention  of  Food  Adulteration 
Act,  the  entire  area  of  the  City  has  been  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
one  Public  Analyst.

In  addition  to  the  five  food  Inspectors,  in  charge  of  two  circles  each, 
fifty  Sanitary  Inspectors  also  have  been  delegated  with  powers  to  do 
the  duties  of  Food  Inspectors  in  their  respective  divisions. 

Food  Analysis  : — Statement  No.  II  gives  the  number  of  samples 
taken  by  each  Food  Inspector  and  all  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  the  City 
with  figures  about  the  number  of  samples  found  adulterated  under  each 
category.  , 

Data  about  the  number  of  samples  taken  and  the  percentage 
thereof  found  to  be  adulterated  are  given  in  the  Food  Analysis  Statement 
No.  I  which  covers  the  quinquennial  period  ended  with  1962  (1957-62). 

The  number  of  samples  certified  as  adulterated  during  the  year 
under  report  was  1,983.  In  respect  of  168  samples  which  were  only  very 
slightly  adulterated,  no  prosecutions  were  instituted  against  the  vendors. 
On  the  remaining  1,815  cases,  prosecutions  were  launched  and  convic¬ 
tions  were  obtained  in  476  cases  ;  4  ended  in  acquittal,  and  in  6  cases  the 
parties  were  admonished  by  the  Court.  One  prosecution  got  abated  on 
account  of  the  death  of  the  accused. 
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On  1st  January,  1962,  prosecutions  for  adulteration  launched  in 
4,963  cases  of  the  previous  years  were  pending  disposal  at  the  Courts . 
552  of  these  were  convicted,  4  were  acquitted,  5  admonished  by  the  Courts 
and  4  were  withdrawn,  leaving  4,397  cases  still  pending  disposal  on  1st 
January,  1963.  In  one  case  the  party’s  death  necessitated  the  abatement 
of  the  case. 

The  total  number  of  convictions  obtained  during  1962  was  1,028 
against  1,108  in  1961.  The  total  amount  of  fines  imposed  on  these  cases 
was  Rs.  55,507  in  1962  compared  to  Rs.  88,340  during  1961,  the  average 
fine  per  conviction  being  Rs.  54  in  1962  against  Rs.  80  in  1961.  The  heavi¬ 
est  fine  levied  was  Rs.  1,000  in  a  milk  case,  and  Rs.  1,250  in  a  butter  case, 
while  the  fine  was  Rs.  5  and  less  in  9  cases. 

Particulars  about  the  action  taken  in  respect  of  the  samples  analysed 
during  1962  and  certified  as  adulterated  by  the  Public  Analyst  and  of  those 
of  the  previous  years  since  1954  pending  disposal  on  1st  January,  1962 
are  given  in  the  Food  Analysis — Statement  No.  Ill  in  the  Appendix. 

In  three  cases,  the  milk  vendors  were  convicted  and  sentenced  to 
undergo  imprisonment  for  selling  adulterated  milk.  One  was  awarded 
rigorous  imprisonment  alone  for  two  months,  while  the  other  two  were 
awarded  imprisonment  till  the  rising  of  the  Court  and  ordered  to  pay  a 
fine  of  Rs  100  in  one  case  and  Rs.  1,000  in  the  other. 

By  way  of  fees  for  analysis,  the  Laboratory  collected  Rs.  110  from 
various  institutions  for  analysis  of  17  informal  samples  of  food  stuffs  sent 

by  them. 

Thus,  the  total  income  to  the  Corporation  through  the  working  of 
the  Laboratory  to  administer  the  Prevention  of  Food  Adulteration  Act  in 
the  City  during  1962  came  to  Rs.  55,617. 

The  reduction  in  the  total  number  of  convictions  as  well  as  the  drop 
in  the  average  fine  levied  per  conviction  have  been  the  two  important 
factors  responsible  for  the  sudden  fall  in  the  total  amount  of  fines  realised 
this  year. 

Considerable  difficulty  is  experienced  by  the  Inspectors  in  serving 
the  summons  on  the  itinerant  hawkers  and  unestablished  vendors  to  be 
prosecuted,  with  the  result  the  cases  end  either  in  dismissal  or  stay  of 
legal  proceedings.  This  accounts  for  the  increasing  number  of  prose¬ 
cutions  pending  in  the  Courts.  With  the  enforcing  of  the  Incensing 
Regulations  under  the  Prevention  of  Food  Adulteration  Act,  it  is  hoped 
that  such  untraceable  offenders  may  be  successfully  booked  and 
convicted. 

Dealing  with  the  second  factor,  the  plea  for  a  heavier  and  deter¬ 
rent  fine  for  each  case  has  to  be  reiterated  this  year  also.  The  average 
fine  of  Rs.  54  per  conviction  levied  this  year  should  be  deemed  to  be  too 
low  considering  the  high  cost  of  analysis  of  each  sample  and  the  heavy 
illegal  profit  earned  by  each  offender. 

There  is  a  strong  case,  therefore,  for  fixing  a  statutory  minimum 
fine  of  at  least  Rs.  100,  even  for  the  first  offences  which  account  for  the 
largest  number  of  prosecutions  launched  year  after  year.

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WATER  ANALYST’S  LABORATORY

Introduction: — 

This  is  the  40th  report  of  the  Water  Analyst,  setting  out  the  work 
of  the  Water  Analysis  Laboratory  for  the  year  1962.  During  the  year 
under  review,  the  water  supply  to  the  city  continued  to  be  a  chlorinated 
mixture  of  filtrates  from  the  Slow  Sand  Filters  and  Rapid  Mechanical 
Filters.  On  an  average,  32*22  to  35*00  million  gallons  of  raw  water  were 
pre-chlorinated  with  a  dose  varying  from  1*10  to  2  40  p.p.m.  a  day. 
About  23  to  25  million  gallons  of  chlorinated  raw  water  were  strained 
through  sand  filters,  with  six  inches  of  fine  sand,  as  the  filtering  medium, 
which  were  worked  without  any  rate  of  filtration,  while  the  rest  were 
treated  with  alum  (2*4  to  4*3  g.p.g.)  and  lime  (1*0  to  2*0  g.p.g,)  flocculated, 
clarified  and  filtered  through  Rapid  Mechanical  Filters.  The  filtrates  of 
indifferent  quality  as  obtained  from  the  sand  filters  were  mixed  with  the 
filtrates  of  fairly  good  quality,  as  obtained  from  the  Rapid  Mechanical 
Filters,  chlorinated  to  a  dose  varying  from  1*98  to  3  45  p.p.m,  and  sup¬ 
plied  to  the  city. 

The  processed  water,  while  being  distributed,  deteriorated  to  a 
slight  extent  both  aesthetically  and  bacteriologically.  Though  the  smell 
of  Sulphuretted  Hydrogen  was  generally  absent  in  the  City  Distribution 
System,  a  few  blood  worms  and  leeches  made  their  appearance  at  the 
consumers’  taps  in  only  a  very  few  localities.  Systematic  scouring  and 
sterilisation  of  the  mains  served  to  set  right  the  defects. 

Scientific : — 

Water  supply  to  the  City  is  derived  from  three  different  sources 
namely,  (A)  the  Kortaiayar  River  System,  (B)  the  Infiltration  Gallery 
Wells  at  Saidapet  and  Sembium  and  (C)  the  Shallow  Wells  at  Adyar, 
Kodambakkam,  Guindy,  North  Madras,  Triplicane,  Naduvakkarai  and 
on  the  shores  of  Marina.  The  physical,  chemical  and  bacteriological 
character  of  the  water  in  each  of  the  above  three  sources  during  the  year 
are  briefly  dealt  below: — 

(A)  The  Kortaiayar  River  System  : — The  river  Kortaiayar  is 
dammed  at  Poondi,  about  32  miles  away  from  the  City  and  Sathyamoorthy 
Sagar  has  been  formed  for  storing  the  flood  discharges.  The  stored  water 
is  let  down  through  the  river  bed  and  another  channel,  called  the  Upper 
Supply  Channel,  into  the  Sholavaram  Reservoir  and  from  the  latter  water 
is  let  down  through  the  Lower  Supply  Channel  into  Red  Hills  Reservoir. 
The  water  from  the  Red  Hills  Reservoir  gravitates  through  two  closed 
masonry  conduits  into  the  Head  Works  at  Kilpauk.  The  above  sources 
were  visited  by  the  Water  Analyst  or  the  Assistant  Water  Analysts 
periodically  during  the  year  and  samples  were  collected  and  analysed. 
The  results  of  analysis  are  shown  in  the  Water  Analysis  Statements 
Nos.  Ill,  IV  and  V.

/.  Sathyamoorthy  Sagar  ( vide  Statement  No.  II) : — 

The  total  yearly  rainfall  recorded  at  Poondi  was  134*7  cm.  as 
against  123*0  cm.  recorded  during  last  year.  The  highest  rainfall  of 
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44*6  cm.  was  recorded  in  October.  The  monthly  average  reservoir  level 
was  13T98  feet  in  January,  decreased  to  112*45  feet  in  July  and  then 
increased  to  137*49  feet  in  December. 

Physical,  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  characteristics,  (vide 
Statement  No.  III.) 

The  temperature  of  the  water  varied  from  26*4  C  to  34*5°  C.  The 
turbidity  varied  from  35*0  to  37*0  p.p.m  in  February  and  March,  80*0  to 
100*0  p.p.m.  in  April  and  May,  330  0.  pp.m.  in  June  and  thereafter 
decreased  to  12*5  p  p.m.  in  December. 

Chemically,  the  pH  varied  from  8*8  to  9*1  during  February  to  May, 
8*1  in  June  and  July  and  8*3  to  8*5  in  November  and  December.  The  total 
alkalinity  varied  from  16  5  to  17*8  p.p.  ht.  in  February,  March  and  May, 
19*0  to  21*5  p.p.ht.  in  April,  November  and  December,  1 1*0  p.p.ht.  in  June 
and  32*8  p.pht.  in  July.  The  chlorides  increased  from  4*9  p.p.ht.  in  Feb¬ 
ruary  to  7*1  p.p.ht.  in  April,  decreased  to  4*2  p.p.ht.  in  June  increased  to 
12.4  p.p.ht.  in  July  and  thereafter  decreased  to  3*3  p.p.ht.  in  December. 
The  hardness  decreased  from  7*0  p.p.ht.  in  February  to  6*2  p.p.ht.  in 
April,  increased  to  23*0  p.p.ht.  in  July  and  thereafter  decreased  to  12*2 
p.p.ht.  in  December.  The  conductivity  of  the  water  increased  from  435 
micromhos/cm  in  February  to  470  micromhos/cm  in  April,  decreased  to 
400  micromhos/cm  in  June,  increased  to  875  micromhos/cm  in  July  and 
again  decreased  to  440  micromhos/cm.  December. 

The  albuminoid  nitrogen  varied  from  0*040  to  0*048  p.p  ht.  in  Feb¬ 
ruary,  April,  May  and  December,  0*056  p.p  ht.  in  March  and  June,  0*002 
p.p.ht.  in  July  and  0*016  p.p.ht.  in  November.  The  Tidy’s  figure  increas¬ 
ed  from  0*213  p.pht.  in  February  to 0*393  p  p.ht.  in  May  and  decreased 
thereafter  to  0*115  p.p.ht.  in  December.  The  dissolved  oxygen  varied 
from  4*8  cc/L  to  5*8  cc/L  during  February  to  June  and  November  to  Dec¬ 
ember  and  6*3  cc/L  in  July. 

Coliforms  were  absent  in  March  and  weye  present  in  volumes  vary¬ 
ing  from  1  to  60  cc.  during  rest  of  the  year. 

II.  The  Sholavaram  Reservoir  ( vide  Statement  No.  //): — 

The  total  rainfall  recorded  in  the  catchment  area  of  this  reservoir 
was  136*7  cm  as  against  90*2  cm  recorded  during  last  year.  The  monthly 
average  water  level  increased  from  55*45  feet  in  January  to  58*13  feet  in 
February  and  then  fell  to  49*09  feet  in  July  and  again  increased  to  59*70 
feet  in  December.  i 

Physical,  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  characteristics  (vide  State¬ 
ment  No.  IV.):—  ,  ; 

The  temperature  of  the  water  increased  from  25*4J  C  in  February 
to  32*5°  C  in  April,  decreased  to  29*3°  C  in  June,  35*5°  C  in  July  and  there¬ 
after  decreased  to  26*0’  C  in  December,  The  Turbidity  varied  from  26*5

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Chemically,  the  pH  of  the  water  varied  from  8*0  to  8*8.  The  total 
alkalinity  varied  from  16*8  to  18*2  p.p.ht.  during  February  to  July  and 
varied  from  1T3  to  14*4  p.p.ht.  during  rest  of  the  year.  The  chlorides 
increased  from  5*0  p.p.ht.  in  February  to  6*8  p.p.ht.  in  June,  decreased  to 
3*3  p.p.ht.  in  November  and  again  increased  to  4*3  p.p.ht.  in  December. 
The  total  hardness  decreased  from  8*4  p.p.ht.  in  February  to  7*0  p.p.ht.  in 
May,  9*2  p.p.ht.  in  June  decreased  to  7*4  p.p.ht.  in  September  and  there¬ 
after  increased  to  11*8  p.p.ht.  in  December.

The  albuminoid  nitrogen  was  0.003  p.  p.  ht.  in  July,  0.019  p.  p.  ht. 
in  November  and  varied  from  0.040  to  0.060  p.  p.  ht.  during  rest  of  the 
year.  The  Tidy’s  figure  increased  from  0.207  p.p.  ht.  in  February  to  0.360 
p.  p.  ht.  in  June,  decreased  to  0.192  p.  p.  ht.  in  July,  increased  to  0.280 
p.  p.  ht.  in  September,  decreased  to  0.080  p.  p.  ht.  in  November  and  again 
increased  to  0.108  p.  p.  ht.  in  December.  The  dissolved  oxygen  was 
5.8  cc/L  in  February,  increased  from  5.0  cc/'L  in  March  toll.2cc/Lin 
August  and  thereafter  decreased  to  5.46  cc/L  in  December. 

Coliform  were  present  in  volumes  varying  from  1  to  10  cc  during 
the  year. 

3 1 1.  The  Red  Hills  Reservoir.  (Vide  Statement  No.  1 1)- 

The  total  rainfall  recorded  in  the  lake  region  was  126  cm.  as  against 
76  cm.  recorded  during  last  year.  The  monthly  average  water  level  was 
45.39  feet  in  January,  fluctuated  between  41.46  to  43.98  feet  during  March 
to  September,  44.77  feet  in  October  and  again  increased  to  45.56  feet  in 
December.  . 

Physical,  chemical  and  biological  conditions  : — (vide  Statement 
Nos.  V  and  Graph  No.  1):- 

The  water  was  slightly  yellowish  in  February,  June,  September, 
November  and  December  aijd  yellowish  during  rest  of  the  year. 

Turbidity  The  turbidity  of  the  water  fluctuated  between  11  and 
20  p.p. m.  The  turbidity  was  low  (11.0  to  12.5  p.p.m.)  in  November  and 
December,  moderate  (14.0  to  16.5  p.  p.  m.)  during  February  to  May  and 
September  and  high  (18.5  to  20.0  p.  p.  m.)  during  June  to  August. 

Temperature:-  The  temperature  of  the  water  increased  from 
25.5.°C  in  February  to  3 UP  C  in  April  and  decreased  thereafter  to  26.0’ C 
in  December. 

Chemical  conditions  pH. — The  pH  of  the  water  varied  from  8.5 
to  8.9.  The  pH  was  low  during  August  to  December;  high  in  January, 
June  and  July  and  moderate  during  the  rest  of  the  year.  The  water  was 
alkaline  throughout  the  year. 

Carbonates:-  Carbonates  varied  from  0.060  p.  p.  ht.  to  1.68  p.  p.  ht. 
Carbonates  varied  from  0.060  to  0.960  p.  p.  ht.  in  February,  June,  August, 
November  and  December  and  varied  from  1.08  to  1.68  p.  p.  ht.  during  the 
rest  of  the  year. 
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Bi-carbonates-  Bi-carbonates  varied  from  13.8  to  19.2  p.  p.  ht. 
Bi-carbonates  varied  from  13.  8  to  15.8  p.  p.  ht.  during  February  to  May 
and  November  to  December  and  varied  from  16  8  to  19.2  p.  p.  ht.  during 
rest  of  the  year. 

Hardness:-  The  water  was  generally  soft  throughout  the  year,  the 
hardness  varying  from  7.4  to  8.2  p.  p.  ht.  expressed  as  Ca  Co  3. 

Dissolved  Oxygen:-  Dissolved  oxygen  content  varied  from  4.0  to 
12.2  cc/L.  The  percentage  of  saturation  varied  from  75  to  230.  The  water 
was  under  saturated  in  March,  super  saturated  during  June  to  September 
and  saturated  during  rest  of  the  year. 

Phosphates:-  Phosphates  were  present  in  April  and  September 
and  absent  during  rest  of  the  year. 

Silicates:-  Silicates  varied  from  1.2  to  3.0  p.  p.  ht.  Silicates  were 
low  in  June,  high  in  February  and  moderate  during  rest  of  the  year. 

Oxidisable  Organic  Matter:— (Tidy’s  Test)  The  figures  for  Tidy’s 
test  varied  from  0.144  to  0.280  p.  p  ht.  The  figures  were  low  (0.144  to 
0  155  p.  p.  ht.)  in  April,  November  and  December,  moderate  (0.199  to 
0.208  p.  p.  ht.)  in  February,  March,  May  and  July  and  high  (0.258  to 
0.280  p-  p.  ht )  in  June,  August  and  September. 

Albuminoid  Nitrogen:-  The  albuminoid  nitrogen  content  varied 
from  0.020  to  0.060  p.  p.  ht.  The  figures  varied  from  0.040  to  0.048  p.  p.  ht. 
during  February  to  July  and  in  December,  0.020  p.p  ht.  in  September  and 
varied  from  0.056  to  0.060  p.  p.  ht.  in  August  and  November- 

Biological:-  Coliforms  were  absent  in  60  cc  in  March  and  were 
present  in  volumes  varying  from  1  to  60  cc  during  rest  of  the  year. 

Among  the  planktonic  organisms,  Cyanophyceae  was  predominant 
throughout  the  year.  Among  the  Cyanophyceae,  Microcystis,  Anabaenop- 
sis  and  Oscillatoria  were  present  in  abundance  during  summer  and 
decreased  during  winter.  Chlorophyceae  was  subdominant  throughout  the 
year.  Diatoms,  Protozoans  and  Rotifers  were  rare  throughout  the  year.

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IV.  Chlorinated  Raw  Water  ( Vide  Statement  No.  VI,  Graph  II)  ; — 

The  raw  water  reaching  the  Kilpauk  Water  Works  was  chlorinated 
with  gaseous  chlorine  just  a  few  minutes  before  reaching  the  sand  filters 
and  the  fiocculators.  The  dose  of  chlorine  applied  to  the  raw  water 
varied  from  1.10  to  2.40  p.p.m.  The  percentage  of  samples  showing 
absence  of  coliform  organisms  in  60  c.c.  volumes  varied  from  0  to  100. 

The  monthly  variation  in  the  concentration  of  the  salient  consti¬

V.  Slow  Sand  Filters  and  Filtration  ( Vide  Statement  No.  VII,  Graph  No.  II): — 

There  are  seventeen  Sand  Filters  with  6”  of  fine  sand  as  the  filtering 
medium.  They  are  not  worked  with  any  fixed  rate  of  filtration.  The 
filtrates  are  therefore  of  indifferent  quality.  During  the  year  under 
review  on  an  average  12  to  13  beds  were  in  commission  every  day  and  the 
quantity  of  water  strained  varied  from  23  to  25  million  gallons  a  day. 

On  the  chemical  side,  the  quality  of  the  filtrates  were  almost  of  the 
same  quality  as  that  of  the  chlorinated  raw  water.  The  percentage  of 
reduction  in  the  Tidy’s  figure  over  the  corresponding  figure  for  the  chlori¬ 
nated  raw  water  varied  from  4.0  to  24.0. 

Bacteriologically  0  to  36%  of  the  samples  examined  showed  the 
absence  of  coliform  organisms  in  volumes  of  60  cc.  and  upwards. 

The  monthly  variation  in  the  concentration  of  some  of  the  important 
constituents  of  the  filtrates  from  the  sand  filters  were  as  given  below: —

VI.  Rapid  Mechanical  Filters  ( vide  Statement  No.  VIII ,  Graph  No.  II.)  : — 

About  9.3  to  9.9  million  gallons  of  chlorinated  raw  water  was  again 
chlorinated  with  a  dose  of  2.3  to  2.4  p.p.m.  to  bring  down  the  algal  load 
prior  to  alum  treatment.  The  chlorinated  raw  water  was  treated  with 
alum  to  a  dose  varying  from  2.4  to  4.3  g.p.g.  and  with  lime  to  a  dose 
varying  from  1.0  to  2.0  g.p.g.  flocculated,  clarified  and  filtered  through 
Rapid  Mechanical  Filters.  The  quantity  of  the  filtrates  varied  from  9.3 
to  9.9.m.g.d. 

Chemically,  the  quality  of  the  filtrates  from  the  Rapid  Mechanical 
Filters  was  far  better  than  those  from  the  Slow  Sand  Filters.  The  percen¬ 
tage  of  reduction  in  the  Tidy's  figure  over  that  for  the  chlorinated  raw 
water  varied  from  42  to  58.

On  the  chemical  side,  the  quality  of  the 
samples  was  resultant  of  the  individual  quality  of  the  filtrates  from  the 
Rapid  Mechanical  Filters  and  Slow  Sand  Filters  owing  to  the  blending 
effect. 

On  the  bacteriological  side  12  to  100  %  of  the  samples  collected  at 
11  a.m.  and  23  to  100  %  of  the  samples  collected  at  4.0  p.m.  showed  the  * 
absence  of  coliform  organisms  in  volumes  of  60  cc.  and  upwards.  The 
sanitary  quality  of  the  samples  collected  from  the  test  tap  during  the 
period  April  to  July  was  not  totally  satisfactory.  This  may  be  attributed 
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to  the  presence  of  excessive  organic  matter,  higher  pH,  and  other  inter¬ 
fering  substances  present  in  the  filtrates  which  might  have  retarded  the 
bactericidal  effect  of  chlorine.  A  residual  of  0.2  to  0.4  p.p.m.  of  chlorine 
was  generally  maintained  at  the  test  tap.  *

The  water  distributed,  deteriorated  to  a  slight  extent  during 
transit  through  the  lengths  of  mains.  Such  deteriorations  were  more 
marked  in  Low  Pressure  areas  and  at  tail  ends  of  the  distribution  system. 
Bacteriologically  27  to  100  %,  12  to  83%,  and  0  to  82  %  of  the 
samples  collected  from  the  high  pressure,  low  pressure  and  Booster 
areas,  respectively  showed  the  absence  of  coliform  organisms  in  volumes 
of  60  cc.  and  upwards  on  examination.

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( B )  The  Infiltration  Gallery  Wells  at  Sembiam  and  Saidapet  ( vide 
Statement  Nos.  XIV ,  XV and  XVI): — Water  supply  to  Sembiam  and  Saidapet 
areas  were  supplemented  with  chlorinated  well  water  drawn  from  two 
Infiltration  gallery  wells.  The  water  from  the  infiltration  gallery  at 
Sembiam  contained  iron  in  suspension  and  as  such  the  water  was  chlori- 
•  nated  at  the  headworks  and  then  lime  treated  at  the  over  head  tank  and 
distributed.  Filtration  of  the  treated  water  is  desirable  to  hold  back  the 
precipitated  iron  prior  to  distribution. 

In  case  of  Saidapet,  the  water  from  the  infiltration  gallery  was  of 
satisfactory  chemical  quality  and  as  such  the  water  was  just  chlorinated 
and  distributed.

(C)  The  Shallow  Wells  Supply  in  some  of  the  outlying  areas  and  in 
poorly  served  areas  of  the  City,  {vide  Statement  No.  XVII)  ~ The  shallow 
wells,  located  at  Ganapathy  Colony  (Guindy)  served  to  supplement  the 
Red  Hills  water  supply  to  Guindy.  The  water  drawn  from  the  well  was 
just  chlorinated  and  distributed.  The  wells  located  at  Urur  village  and 
Kottur  village  served  as  source  of  water  supply  to  Adyar  area.  The  Wells 
in  United  India  Colony,  Puliyur  (Kodambakkam),  Nagappier  Street 
(Triplicane)  Chellapillair  Koil  Street  (Triplicane),  Solayappan  Street 
(Washermanpet),  T.H.  Road  (near  Tower  Clock)  and  on  the  Marina  served 
as  sources  of  water  supply  to  Kodambakkam,  Triplicane  and  Washerman- 
pet  areas.  The  wells  in  Cherian  Nagar,  Market  Farm  and  I.D.  Hospital 
served  to  supplement  the  water  supply  to  Tondiarpet  area.  The  well  ii* 
Naduvakkarai  served  to  supplement  the  water  supply  to  Naduvakkarai

area.  The  water  pumped  from  the  above  wells  were  chlorinated  and 
distributed. 

All  the  shallow  wells  with  the  exception  of  those  at  United  India 
Colony,  Puliyur  (Kodambakkam),  Ganapathy  Colony  (Guindy),  I.D. 
Hospital,  T.H.  Road  (Tower  Clock),  yielded  water  of  satisfactory  chemical 
quality. 

Sterilisation  of  water  mains,  ( vide  Statement  No.  XVIII): — 

The  sterilisation  of  water  mains  was  continued  during  the  year 
under  report.  A  systematic  programme  of  sterilisation  of  mains  was 
followed  up  with  the  aid  of  one  chlorine  injecting  plant  for  the  first  half 
of  the  year  and  with  two  plants  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  8  miles  and  7 
furlongs  of  mains  were  sterilised.  In  all  2,001  lbs.  of  chlorine  were  used 
during  the  course  of  81  days  with  the  plant  No.  1  and  239  days  with  the 
plant  No.  2.  248  samples  were  collected  before  and  after  treatment 
wherever  facilities  were  available  and  were  examined.  65%  of  the  samples 
collected  before  sterilisation  and  94%  of  the  samples  collected  after  sterili¬ 
sation  showed  the  absence  of  coliform  organisms  in  volumes  of  60  cc.  and 
upwards.  Some  more  length  of  mains  could  have  been  sterilised  but  for 
interruptions  due  to  prevalence  of  cholera  in  the  city  where  the  plants 
have  been  engaged  in  additional  chlorination  of  the  water  feeding  the 
cholera  affected  areas. 

Effects  of  Sterilisation: — Brown,  flocculent,  soft  deposits  were  dis¬ 
lodged  from  the  sterilised  portions  of  the  mains,  when  scoured  on  the 
following  day.  The  deposits  consisted  mainly  of  ferric  oxide,  organic 
matter  and  iron  bacterium  (Sidero  capsa  Sp.  and  Leptothrix  Ochraceae). 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  iron  content  immediately  after  sterilisation, 
followed  by  a  reduction  thereafter.  Leeches  and  worms  if  present  were 
eradicated.  An  improvement  in  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water, 
distributed,  was  generally  noticed. 

« 

From  the  above,  it  is  evident  that  the  injection  of  chlorine  into  the 
mains  has  improved  {the  condition  of  mains  and  also  the  general  quality 
of  the  water  distributed.  Sterilisation  is  now  considered  as  a  positive 
and  effective  measure  against  the  infestation  of  theffnains  by  leeches  and 
blood  worms.  Sterilisation  of  the  mains  has  also  served  as  precautionary 
measure  against  the  prevalence  of  cholera  and  enteric  fever  in  the  city. 

During  the  year  under  review  samples  received  from  the  private 
parties  for  purposes  of  evaluating  their  suitability  for  potability  and 
industrial  uses  amounted  to  226  as  against  93  received  during  last  year. 
The  fees  realised  on  such  analysis  works  out  to  Rs.  2,260.  The  demand 
for  collection  of  still  more  samples  from  Madras  Harbour,  we  are  unable 
to  satisfy  for  want  of  analytical  staff  and  facilities.

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ASHOK  ViHAR 
Health  &  Recreation  Centre 

The  original  aim  of  the  Public  Health  Centre  termed  Ashok  Vihar, 
Health  &  Recreation  Centre,  was  to  render  health  and  social  services 
to  low  income  group  of  families  in  the  surrounding  vicinity,  so  as 
to  raise  the  standard  of  the  members  in  the  various  families  enrolled. 

/ 

Within  a  couple  of  years  of  its  inception  it  had  attained  a  name  for 
being  the  only  socio-medical  urban  health  centre  with  the  result  students 
and  trainees  in  the  medical,  social  and  nursing  fields  began  to  use  the 
Centre  as  a  teaching  and  training  Centre. 

In  1956  additional  work  was  entrusted  to  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Centre  when  a  dispensary  and  maternity  home  with  16  beds  was 
started  to  the  local  public. 

In  June  1958  the  upgraded  paediatrics  department  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  General  Hospital  started  a  Peripherial  Wing  in  Ashok  Vihar  to  serve 
the  children  in  the  locality. 

In  June  1959  a  family  planning  centre  was  started  to  serve  the 
women  who  needed  this  service.  Hence  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Centre  comprised  of  : 

(1)  Service  to  member  families, 

(2)  Service  to  the  local  public. 

(3)  Services  to  personnel  in  the  medical,  social  and  nursing 
fields. 

(/)  Service  to  member  families'.

Families  with  a  monthly  income  of  Rs.  150  and  less  residing  within 
a  mile  and  a  half  radious  from  the  centre  were  enrolled  as  member 
families  on  a  token  membership  fee  of  6  nP.  per  family  per  month. 
To  these  families  preventive  and  curative  health  services  together  with 
limited  social  service  were  rendered  to  improve  their  standard  of  health.

1.  Health  Services  : 

(a)  Periodic  Health  check  up  : — 584  general,  103  eye,  182  dentaland 
162  E.N.T.  check-ups  were  done  during  the  year.  Of  the  475  persons  re¬ 
examined  388  recorded  increase,  75  decrease  and  12  stationary  weight. 
These  check-ups  were  of  particular  value  in  diagnosing  diseases  and 
treating  them  at  the  early  stages.  They  were  also  of  value  in  assessing  the 
progress  of  their  health  year  after  year. 

Two  new  early  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  case  of 
T  B.  adenitis  were  diagnosed  and  sent  to  the  T.  B.  Clinics  for  treatment 
18  old  cases  of  pulmonary  tu  berculosis  were  continuing  periodic  check-ups 
in  the  T.B.  Clinics. 

During  this  year  there  was  a  greater  incidence  of  ‘B'  deficiency 
among  women  and  children.  Respiratory  diseases,  dysentery,  diarrhoeas* 
and  skin  diseases  were  predominent  among  children.  There  were  2  cases 
of  typhoid  who  were  admitted  in  the  General  Hospital  and  treated. 
During  the  cholera  epidemic,  two  persons  suffered  from  the  disease  of 
whom  one  child  died.

688  pathological  investigations  were  done  of  which  412  were  patholo¬ 
gical,  121  persons  were  referred  to  Government  Hospitals  either  for  Spe¬ 
cialists’  opinion  or  admission.

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During  this  year  we  have  noticed  that  there  was  a  general  deterio¬ 
ration  of  health  especially  among  women  and  children  due  to  probably 
want  of  protective  foods  together  with  the  high  cost  of  essential  food 
articles.  It  appeared  that  the  men  did  not  solely  depend  on  the  food 
prepared  at  home  but  were  supplementing  their  diet  in  restaurants  and 
tea  shops.

(c)  Health  Education : — Health  education  was  imparted  through 
talks  to  individuals  and  groups  at  the  centre  as  well  as  in  their  homes. 
Demonstrations  on  nutrition  and  balanced  diet  were  held  at  the  centre. 
Films  on  health  and  social  education  could  not  be  screened  due  to  want 

of  a  projecting  screen. 

(d)  Recreation  : — Recreational  activities  both  indoor  and  outdoor 
were  provided  for  all  age  groups  and  both  sexes.  The  male  youth 
utilized  the  recreational  facilities  to  the  maximum  advantage.  Volley 
ball  and  badminton  continued  to  be  the  main  outdoor  games  while  table 
tennis,  carroms,  boxing  and  weight  lifting  were  the  more  popular 
indoor  games. 

For  the  first  time  an  open  table  tennis  tournament  was  successfully 
conducted  during  the  2nd  week  of  July,  1962.  The  Worshipful  Mayor 
Thiru  G.  Kuchelar  presided  over  the  final  day  celebrations  and  distributed 
the  prizes.  The  tournament  attracted  over  200  entries  and  due  to  this 

tournament  quite  a  number  of  members  evinced  interest  in  the  game.

Team  matches  were  arranged  with  the  Reserve  Bank,  Madras 
Telephones,  Avadi  Air  Force  and  in  all  these  events  the  Ashok  Vihar 
team  came  out  victorious. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Madras  Table  Tennis  Associations  the 
league  matches  for  the  junior  event  was  conducted  at  Ashok  Vihar.  The 
Ashok  Vihar  team  though  showed  an  improvement  over  the  previous 
year’s  standard  failed  to  reach  the  final.

Handicrafts : — 

As  there  was  a  great  demand  for  sewing,  the  Welfare  Organiser 
(Women  and  Girls’  Section)  lent  her  sewing  machine  for  work  in  the 
centre.  Nine  women  were  using  the  machines  both  to  earn  their  liveli¬ 
hood  by  tailoring  as  well  as  saving  tailoring  expenses  by  making 
domestic  garments.  1,046  garments  were  stitched  by  them.  208  garments 
belonging  to  the  sections  were  mended.  Crochet  and  embroidery  work 
were  also  taught  and  doll  making  and  paper  flower  making  were  conti¬ 
nued. 

Cooking : — The  women  and  girl  members  contributed  for  the  expenses 

and  periodically  prepared  refreshments.  The  Bala  Sevika  Trainees,  with 

the  guidance  of  the  Welfare  Organizer,  taught  the  members,  cooking 

of  cheap  nutritious  food. 

* 

Personal  Hygiene  : — Some  of  the  members  who  did  not  have  facilities 
for  bathing  or  washing  at  home  continued  to  use  the  centre  for  the 
purpose.  They  were  provided  with  soap,  towel,  hair  oil,  mirror  and 

comb. 

Home  visits  : — 127  visits  were  made  by  the  Welfare  Organizer  during 
the  year.  Mr.  P.  Moses,  Welfare  Organizer  (Men  and  Boys’  Section) 
retired  from  service  from  30—6—62  and  till  the  end  of  the  year  another 
Welfare  Organizer  was  not  posted.  Hence  the  home  visits  as  well  as  the 
sectional  activities  were  curtailed.  The  doctors  during  their  spare  time 
also  visited  the  homes  of  member  families. 

The  object  of  home  visiting  was  to  ensure  a  good  relationship 
between  the  worker  and  the  families  so  that  the  member  families  would 
get  the  necessary  confidence  in  the  workers  and  carry  out  the  necessary 
instructions  given  by  the  staff  to  improve  their  standard.  Incidentally 
there  was  a  follow  up  work  of  the  expectant  mother,  the  infant,  the  pre¬ 
school  child,  the  school  going  child,  the  sick  and  the  convalescent  and 
whenever  necessary,  health  and  social  education  was  imparted. 
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Creche: — Children  between  the  ages  of  3  months  and  six  years  of 
working  class  mothers,  or  sick  mothers  or  widowers  children  were 
admitted  in  the  creche  attached  to  the  Public  Health  Centre. 

Work  of  the  Creche : — 1.  Personal  Hygiene.  All  the  children  on 
arrival  in  the  mornings  were  given  a  bath  and  change  of  clothing. 

2.  Nutrition : — Children  under  1  year  were  given  cows  milk  three 
mes  during  the  day  and  others  were  given  skimmed  milk  or  conjee  in 

the  mornings,  rice,  vegetables,  dhall  and  butter  milk  during  the  midday 
and  bread  and  cows  milk  in  the  afternoons.  Each  child  also  received  a 
plantain  and  an  egg  once  a  week. 

Children  suffering  from  deficiency  diseases  were  given'  the  appro¬ 
priate  tonics. 

» 

3.  Education'.—  A  trained  teacher  imparted  nursery  education  to 
t  he  children  of  the  pre-school  age. 

4.  Medical  aid. — Health  check-up ; — All  the  children  were  given  a 
monthly  health  check-up  and  minor  ailments  were  promptly  treated. 

Immunization : — All  the  children  were  immunized  against  small-pox, 
typhoid,  diptheria  and  tuberculosis.  , ' 

Laboratory  Investigations: — A  routine  check-up  of  the  blood  and 
motion  of  each  child  was  done  and  abnormal  conditions  were  treated.

Eleven  children  after  the  completion  of  their  6th  year  were  admitt¬ 
ed  in  elementary  schools. 

Five  children  died  due  to  prolonged  gastro  intestinal  diseases 
following  measles.  Invariably  this  was  due  to  irregular  attendance  and 
neglect  by  the  mothers. 

Average  daily  attendance  —  48 

552  general,  33  E.N.T.,  16  eye  and  51  dental  check-ups  were  done. 
Respiratory  diseases  including  primary  complex,  gastro  intestinal 
diseases,  skin  diseases  were  predominent.  To  a  less  marked  degree 
were  noted  deficiency  diseases  and  anaemias.  There  was  a  wave 
of  measles  and  more  than  20  children  got  the  attack. 

Helminthic  infestation  was  a  common  feature  among  which  46  had 
r  on nd  worms  ova  and  2  Entcmoeba  Histolytica .

Maternity  Service : — T  hirty  members  underwent  ante-natal  examina¬ 
tions  and  all  the  30  of  them  delivered  normal  babies. 


Family  Planning  Service  : — Thirty-one  women  availed  of  the  family 
planning  services  of  which  13  received  contraceptives  and  2  underwent 
surgical  operations  and  the  rest  adopted  rhythem  method. 

Of  the  11  men  who  were  given  sheaths  in  1961,  8  continued  to  take 
the  sheaths  during  the  year  1961  and  in  1962,  8  more  men  started  using 
sheaths. 


II.  Curative  Health  Service  \ — Minor  ailments  were  treated  at  the 
Centre’s  dispensary  and  major  ailments  were  either  admitted  or  sent  to 
the  various  Government  Hospitals  for  specialists’  advice. 

III.  Social  Activities  : — Pongal  festival  was  celebrated  by  the 
women  members  preparing  Pongal  and  after  the  usual  puja,  distributed 
the  pongal  to  the  participants  and  children.  The  Republic  Day  was  cele¬ 
brated  with  flag  hoisting  and  distribution  of  sweets  to  children.  A 
variety  entertainment  was  held  in  honour  of  the  visit  of  the  founder  Lady 
Nye  on  24-1-1962.  The  members  contributed  and  presented  her  with  few 
mementoes.

On  the  Tamil  New  Year's  Day,  ‘More  Milk  Day’  was  celebrated 
when  about  3,000  chil  dren  were  given  a  glass  of  milk.  The  Worshipful 
Mayor  Thiru.  G.  Kuchelar  presided  over  the  function  and  the  Deputy 
Mayor  Thiru.  Vedachalam  also  attended  the  function. 
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Under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Corporation  of  Madras  and  the 
Madras  Branch  of  the  Indian  Council  of  Child  Welfare  a  healthy  baby 
competition  was  held.

The  Community  Centre  at  St.  Xavier  Street,  Seven  Wells,  opened  in 
the  year  1961  to  facilitate  the  Public  for  celebration  of  marriages, 
religious,  cultural  and  social  functions  gained  popularity  and  had  a  much 
demand  from  the  residents  of  all  parts  of  the  City  during  the  year  1962. 
The  Centre  is  fully  equipped  with  furniture  and  utensils  for  conducting 
functions.  In  the  year  under  review  123  functions  were  conducted  and 
Rs.  6,277/-  was  collected  towards  rent  for  the  building  and  vessels  used 
by  them.

To  meet  the  growing  demand  from  the  public  another  community 
centre  is  designed  and  under  construction  at  Bogipalayam  (38th  Division) 
and  will  be  opened  shortly.  Further  proposals  to  construct  similar  cen¬ 
tres  at  important  places  in  the  City  are  under  consideration. 
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CHILD  WELFARE  SCHEME 

On  21 — 7 — 1962  a  Maternity  Ward  with  two  beds  was  opened  in  the 
Elephant  Gate  Child  Welfare  Centre.  At  the  close  of  the  year  1962  there 
were  45  Child  Welfare  Centres,  21  of  which  had  maternity  wards  with  a 
total  bed  strength  of  301.  During  the  year  under  report  there  was  marked 
reduction  in  the  maternal  and  infantile  mortality  rates — the  rates  were 
0.77  and  86.28  per  mille  during  1962  against  1.09  and  93.29  per  mille  of 
the  previous  year. 

Staff'.— Dr.  V.S.  Krishnaswamy,  M.B.B.S.,  D.M.C.W.,  (Cal.),  C.P  H. 
(Lond.),  continued  in  the  office  of  Lady  Superintendent,  Child  Welfare 
Scheme.  There  were  32  Assistant  Surgeons,  49  Health  Visitors,  10  General 
trained  Nurses,  270  Midwives  and  26  Pharmacists. 

Pre-natal  Clinics  were  conducted  in  all  the  Centres  regularly  twice 
a  week.  At  these  clinics,  the  expectant  mothers  were  given  thorough 
medical  check-up  on  their  first  visit  and  thereafter  examined  once  a  week 
or  a  fortnight  as  the  cases  required.  Expectant  mothers  numbering  35,055 
who  attended  the  clinics  were  given  medical  advice  and  treatment  by  the 
Assistant  Surgeons  as  against  33,907  for  the  previous  year.  These  cases 
derived  immense  benefit  from  the  advice  and  treatment  given.. 

Serological  examination  of  blood  of  ante-natal  cases  was  conduct¬ 
ed  in  all  the  21  warded  centres.  Treatment  of  positive  cases  was  done  free 
of  cost.  A  statement  is  furnished  below  : — •

The  percentage  of  positive  cases  was  reduced  from  3.82  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  year  to  3.32  during  the  current  year. 

Maternity  service:— Out  of  the  total  number  of  75,619  City  births, 
28,531  labour  cases  came  under  the  care  and  observation  of  the  Scheme 
during  the  year  as  against  27,581  of  the  previous  year.  The  births 
conducted  in  the  wards  during  the  year  were  16,380  against  15,505  of  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  home  visits  made  by  midwives  were 
1,91,766,  by  Health  Visitors  1,94,440  and  by  Assistant  Surgeons  26,621. 
Among  the  births  that  came  under  the  care  of  the  Child  Welfare  Scheme 
there  were  240  twins,  2  triplets,  411  still  births  and  101,  macerated. 

Ambulance  Service  Four  ambulance  vans  were  in  service.  During 
the  year  under  report,  2,369  cases  requiring  hospitalisation  were  trans¬ 
ported  in  these  vans  to  the  various  maternity  hospitals  in  the  City.

Neo-natal  Vaccination:— During  the  year  under  report  1,530  new 
born  babies  were  vaccinated  at  the  Periapet  Maternity  Home  and  237  at 
the  Choolai  Maternity  Home. 
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Immunisation  with  triple  antigen  which  was  carried  out  at  34  of 
the  Centres.  The  particulars  are  appended. 

Out-Patient  Clinics  : — The  Assistant  Surgeons  conducted  out-patient 
clinics  in  all  the  Centres.  At  these  clinics  infants,  pre-school  children, 
expectant  mothers  and  nursing  mothers  were  [examined  and  treated  for 
minor  ailments — 50,169  infants,  18,072  pre-school  children,  35,075  expect¬ 
ant  mothers  and  64,333  nursing  mothers  represent  the  new  cases  that 
were  treated  and  advised.  The  total  attendance  was  4,73,434  inclusive  of 
3,05,785  old  cases. 

Free  Milk  Distribution  : — Cow's  Milk  was  continued  to  be  supplied  to 
ill-nourished  infants  and  toddlers  free  of  cost.  The  total  number  of  such 
infants,  was  2,867.  Skimmed  Milk  powder  donated  by  the  UNICEF  was 
reconstituted  and  supplied  free  to  deserving  toddlers,  expectant  mothers 
and  nursing  mothers  in  all  the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

Maternal  Mortality: — Out  of  28,531  labour  cases  that  came  under 
the  care  and  observation  of  the  Child  Welfare  Scheme  there  were  22  cases 
of  Mortality  as  against  30  cases  of  Mortality  among  the  27,581  cases  of 
labour  conducted  during  the  year  1961.  Particulars  are  given  below  : —

Infantile  Mortality  The  number  of  still-births  and  macerated  was 
reduced  to  512  during  1962  from  517  for  the  year  1961  while  the  number 
of  infants  born  for  these  years  were  27,064  and  28,480  respectively.  The 
number  of  infants  kept  under  observation  during  the  first  of  life  in  1962 
was  27,064  against  28,480  of  the  previous  year.  The  mortality  among  live 
births  during  the  year  was  2,335  against  2,657  of  the  previous  year.  The 
whereabouts  of  2,233  children  could  not  be  traced.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  worked  out  to  86.28  per  mille  for  the  year  1962  against  93.29  per 
mille  for  the  year  1961. 

Maintenance  of  Creches  : — For  the  benefit  of  working  class  parents 
with  a  combined  income  of  less  than  Rs.  50  three  Creches  were  maintain¬ 
ed.  The  working  mothers  left  their  children  at  the  Creches  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  and  took  them  back  on  their  return  from  work.  During  their  stay  at 
the  Creches  the  children  were  given  bath,  fresh  and  clean  clothing  and 
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nourishing  food.  They  attended  nursery  classes  where  action  songs, 
story  telling  and  prayer  formed  part  of  the  programme  and  played 
indoor  and  outdoor  games.  Their  minor  ailments  were  attended  to  by 
the  Assistant  Surgeon.  The  average  daily  attendance  of  the  Children  at 
Grace  Garden,  Amman  Koil  (S)  and  Chetpet  Creches  was  16,  15  and  12 
respectively. 

Propaganda  : — During  the  year  under  report  special  attention  was 
bestowed  on  the  preventive  aspects  and  mothers  were  educated  in  matters 
relating  to  Mother-Craft,  Child  Care,  General  Hygiene  and  prevention

During  the  year  under  report  the  Guild  of  Service  carried  out  an 
intensive  Programme  on  Nutrition  and  Wheat.

Baby  Show:— -The  Annual  Baby  show  and  Competition  was  conduct¬ 
ed  during  the  year  in  co-operation  with  the  Indian  Council  for  Child  Wel¬ 
fare.  The  competition  was  open  only  to  children  of  low  income  group. 
The  total  number  of  children  who  competed  from  all  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres  was  630.  The  competiting  children  were  divided  into  3  age 
groups  viz.,  1  to  4  months,  5  to  8  months  and  9  to  12  months.  First, 
Second  and  Third  prizes  were  awarded  to  three  winning  children  in  each 
of  the  three  age  groups,  besides  the  distribution  of  cloth  bits  measuring 
1  metre  each  to  all  the  runners-up  numbering  81.  The  participants 
exhibited  definite  improvement  over  those  of  the  previous  year  and  thus 
fulfilled  the  purpose  for  which  the  competition  was  started.  A  comparitive

There  were  more  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  1962  than 
in  the  last  year  but  the  number  of  cases  referred  for  opinion  and  line  of 
treatment  were  35.  Practically  all  the  cases  referred  to  the  City  Hospitals 
were  leprosy  cases.  The  reasons  forjreferring  them  for  treatment  outside 
was  that  the  disease  has  been  present  for  a  number  of  years  and  the  inma¬ 
tes  even  at  the  time  of  admissions  were  badly  infected.  Some  of  the  City 
Hospitals  are  not  willing  to  take  them  since  they  are  found  stealing  from 
the  other  inmates  and  escaping  with  the  Government  linen  issued  to 
them. 

Discharges ,  Releases  and  Escapes  : 

There  were  more  number  of  cases  discharged  than  the  last  year. 

The  number  of  releases  was  higher  since  more  number  of  non— 
infective  cases  were  put  up  for  release  and  they  satisfied  the  conditions 
of  release. 

The  number  of  escapes  was  61  during  the  year. 

Deaths : 

There  was  some  increase  under  this  head  because  (1)  The  strength 
was  higher  (2'  the  condition  of  the  inmates  were  bad  even  at  the  time  of 
admission  and  there  was  pbor  response  for  treatment,  from  most  of  the 
inmates. 

General : 

Some  inmates  had  to  be  sent  to  hospitals,  because  they  developed 
continuous  fever.  They  were  sent  for  diagnosis  and  treatment,  as  they 
did  not  respond  to  usual  line  of  treatment,  available  here.  Some  in¬ 
mates  developed  leprosy  reaction  and  they  responded  only  if  special, 
drugs  like  CORTISONE  were  given  for  which  sanction  is  awaited.  Some 
inmates  were  mental  cases  and  there  were  some  two  or  three  violent 
cases,  who  caused  trouble  among  other  inmates.  There  was  one  case  of 
cholera  reported  who  was  admitted  in  I.D.H.T.  and  later  discharged  cured.. 

The  wards,  Drainage,  and  general  electric  system  were  in  bad 
state.  Estimates  were  prepared  and  sanctioned.  Gradually,  the  repair 
works  and  remodelling  were  carried  out.  Most  of  the  work  is  expected  to- 
be  over  by  the  end  of  March  1963.  The  rest  will  be  taken  up  during  the 
next  year  1963—64.

Conclusion  : 

The  working  of  the  Special  Home  has  been  going  on  smoothly  with¬ 
out  any  trouble.  It  is  expected,  it  will  improve  if  the  Number  of  Warders 
-are  increased  at  least,  to  double  its  present  strength. 

Also,  to  enforce  discipline  among  the  inmates,  the  Commissioner  of 
Police  was  addressed  to  arrange  for  Police  constable  going  round  the 
home  and  inside  the  home  once  during  the  day  and  once  in  the  night.

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ZOOLOGICAL  GARDENS 

The  Madras  Zoological  Gardens  had  been  in  existence  for  108 
years.  It  continued  to  be  of  great  attraction  to  the  citizens  and  to  the 
visitors.  The  institution  is  one  unique  in  its  having  a  small  island, 
surrounded  by  an  ever-flowing  lake  for  plying  pleasure  boats.  It  is  an 
amenity  for  visitors  to  the  institution.  The  question  of  shifting  the 
Zoological  Gardens  from  its  existing  location  to  the  outskirts  of  the  city 
at  Guindy  Park,  had  not  been  favoured  for  the  present. 

During  the  Calendar  Year  ended  with  31st  December  1962,  about 
three  Quarter  of  a  million  persons  visited  the  Zoological  Gardens.  It  was 
estimated  that  1,300  adults  and  3C0  children  on  an  average  daily  visited 
the  institution 

Distinguished  visitors : — For  the  year  under  review,  the  following

— A  large  number  of  exhibits  had  been 
acquired  by  the  garden  during  the  period,  as  free  gifts.  ThiruS.V.  Rama- 
krishnan  offered  on  7 — 3 — 1 962,  one  pair  of  Lion  Tailed  Monkeys, 
one  female  Nilgiri  Langur,  one  Lesser  Sulphur  crested  Cockatoo 
and  fifteen  Albino  Mice.  Thiru  V.  Narayanan  offered  to  the  institution 
one  full  grown  female  Wanderoo  Monkey.  Thiru  H.C.  Kothari  gave  for 
the  institution  fifty  Albino  Pigeons.  We  take  this  opportunity  to  record 
our  deep  appreciation  to  all  the  donors  for  furthering  the  interest  of  the 
institution. 

(b)  By  exchange. — The  authorities  in-charge  of  Sathanur  Dam 
offered  on  exchange  basis  one  female  Sloth  Bear.  They  were  already 
supplied  free  with  five  spotted  Deer  and  four  Love  Birds  in  I960.  From 
Government  Children’s  Corner,  Guindy  Park,  one  Jungle  Fowl  Hen  was 
acquired  on  6 — 12 — 1962  in  exchange  for  an  odd  female  Manilla  Duck. 

.  (c)  By  births  and  hatches. — During  the  year  under  review,  large 

carnivores  like  Tiger  and  Leopard  bred  in  the  garden.  Proper  conserva¬ 
tion  of  wild  animals  in  captivity  facilitate  breeding  propensity  amongst 
them.

That  the  Tigress ‘Usha’  had  littered  under  captivity  quadruple 
was  a  record,  unhappened  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

(d)  By  Purchase : — No  purchase  of  exotic  animal  was  effected  during 
the  year. 

Depletion,  {a)  By  deaths.— In  the  Zoological  Garden,  newly  im¬ 
ported  creatures  were  susceptible  to  accident  and  disease.  They  were 
often  in  a  state  of  ‘stress’  and  for  this  reason,  they  were  more  liable  to 
infection  and  disease. 

During  the  year,  27  mammals,  19  birds  and  2  reptiles  died  of 
natural  causes.  One  elephant  calf  ‘Volga  Laxmi’  acquired  as  gift,  died 
early  in  April  1962  of ‘Anthrax.’  Ante-anthrax  serum  was  obtained  from 
Ranipet  Institute  of  Veterinary  Preventive  Medicine  and  all  susceptible 
animals  in  the  Zoological  Gardens  were  protected.  Every  animal  that 
died  in  the  garden  was  autopsied  and  carefully  examined  to  determine 
the  cause,  so  that  if  possible  other  animals  of  the  same  kind  might  be 
treated. 

Amongst  birds  that  died,  the  carcasses  of  one  pair  of  Lady  Amherst 
Pheasants  were  given  to  Madras  Government  Museum  for  stuffing  the 
rare  specimen  and  displaying  in  their  Zoological  Section.

Improvements  to  the  Garden. — Only  annual  repairs  were  effected  to 
all  the  enclosures  during  the  year  under  report.  A  concrete  cistern  was 
built  up  adjacent  to  tiger  enclosure  providing  taps  for  visitors  to  drink 
water.  At  the  entrance  of  the  institution,  Mercury  lights  had  been 
erected  replacing  old  lamp  posts. 


Finance The  Zoological  Garden  was  self-supporting  for  the  year 
under  report  and  that  it  could  not  claim  any  annual  grant  from 
Government,  as  the  State  would  grant  only  when  excess  expenditure  was 
incurred  in  its  maintenance  and  improvements. 

For  the  financial  year  1962-63,  the  right  of  collecting  fees  at  the 
entrance  of  the  Zoological  Garden  and  for  cycle  stand  was  left  on 
contract  for  a  sum  of  Rs.  1,46,650,  the  Zoo  Cafe  for  Rs.  9,000,  the  right 
for  plying  pleasure  boats  in  the  Zoo  Lake  for  Rs.  7,500.  There  were 
other  receipts  to  the  institution  by  way  of  sale  of  animals,  film  shooting 
within  the  garden  and  by  hire  of  animals. 

Wild  Life  Day : — State  Wild  Life  Week  Celebration  was  highlighted 
during  the  year  by  a  procession  of  wild  animals  from  the  Zoological 
Gardens.  On  1 — 10 — 1962,  led  by  the  richly  caprisoned  elephant  ‘Kamala’ 
and  the  pair  of  camels  ‘Ravi’  and  ‘Rathi’,  the  denizens  represented 
Lioness  -Rani’,  Hyaena  ‘Mona’,  Chimpanzies  ‘Zippy’  and  ‘Ivy’,  four  tiger 
cubs  and  a  pair  of  African  Crowned  Cranes. 

Staff : — Thiru  D.  Sankaran,  B.Sc.,  continued  to  be  the  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  the  institution  for  the  academic  year  and  Dr.  C.I.  John  was  the 
Veterinary  Officer  in-charge  who  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  S.  Sourirajan, 
Assistant  Veterinary  Surgeon  attended  to  the  health  of  the  Zoo  live-stock. 
Dr.  Abdul  Kavi,  Government  Veterinary  {Assistant  Surgeon,  continued 
during  the  year  from  February  1962  his  study  of  diseases  and  treatment 
on  wild  animals  and  birds  under  captivity.  Thiru  T  S.  Ramaswami, 
M.Sc.,  continued  to  be  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  institution 
during  the  year  under  report.

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LETHAL  CHAMBER 

Object. — Dog  is  the  most  desired  animal  amongst  the  domestic  pets 
because  of  its  fidility  and  loyalty  to  its  owners.  Some  people  keeps  dogs 
for  fancy  and  others  keep  them  for  watching  their  house.  But  these  dogs 
become  a  source  of  danger  if  they  become  rabid.  Rabies  (Hydrophobia) 
is  a  horrible  disease  to  suffer  and  mortal  because  there  is  no  specific 
treatment  or  recovery  from  the  disease.  Rabies  is  transmitted  to  human 
beings  only  by  rabid  dogs  if  they  either  bite  or  snap  human  beings. 

i 

Further  they  become  a  source  of  nuisance  to  the  public  if  they  are 
allowed  to  breed  uncared  for  without  any  control.  Sickly  starving  and 
mangy  dogs  on  the  roads  present  ugly  scenes  and  the  stray  dog  crossing 
in  the  public  forms  very  unhealthy  impressions  in  the  minds  of  the  chil¬ 
dren.  Many  traffic  accidents  are  caused  by  the  stray  dogs. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  danger  of  Rabies  and  to  control  the 
nuisance  due  to  stray  dogs.  Corporation  of  Madras  is  maintaining  Lethal 
Chamber  under  the  control  of  the  Health  Officer. 

Institution  and  its  workings. — The  Lethal  Chamber  is  situated  at  the 
Basin  Bridge  Road  near  the  Power  House,  Pulianthope,  38th  division 
under  the  supervision  of  a  Sanitary  Inspector.  In  the  premises  there  is  a 
‘Dogs  Home’  and  an  electrocution  station  for  Dogs. 

All  the  ownerless  dogs  straying  in  any  street  or  place  frequented 
by  the  public  like  Markets,  Slaughter  Houses,  Cart  Stands,  Bus  Stops 
Choultries,  Public  Offices,  Educational  Institutions,  Hospitals  and  Factories 
etc.,  are  seized  by  the  expert  Dog  Catchers  by  noosing  and  they  are 
brought  to  the ‘Dogs  Home’  by  Motor  Vans  specially  provided  for  the 
purpose. 

They  are  detained  in  the  ‘Dogs  Home’  in  well  maintained  chambers 
for  three  days  (72  hours)  fed  and  cared  for.  In  the  meanwhile  these  dogs, 
are  being  released  by  the  owners  on  payment  of  licence  fees  of  Rs.  1.25  nP 
and  detention  charges  at  Rs.  0.25  nP.  per  day  of  detention  in  the  ‘Dogs 
Home.’  Unclaimed  dogs  after  3  days  are  electrocuted  on  the  4th  day 
and  their  carcasses  are  buried  immediately.  The  Dog  Catchers  are  not 
regular  employees  of  the  Corporation  but  they  are  paid  a  reward  of 
Rs.  0.19  nP.  for  each  dog  caught  by  them.  Even  though  there  are  4  Motor 
Vans  for  Dog  Raids  only  two  vans  were  put  on  road  worthy  to  cover 
100  Divisions  of  the  City  of  Madras. 

Human  methods.  - Dogs  are  caught  with  minimum  force  without 
beating,  clubbing  or  dragging  in  the  public  which  will  provoke  sentimental 
objections  from  the  Dog  loving  public.  They  are  muzzled  and  tied  in  the 
vans  on  special  convenient  stands  without  strangulating  and  quickly 
transported  to  the  ‘Dogs  Home’. 

Killing  of  dogs  is  done  by  electrocution  which  is  the  most  modern 
known  method  to-day.  It  is  instantenuous,  painless  and  sanitary  process. 
Dogs  are  killed  individually  without  being  seen  by  its  companion  dogs 
which  will  cause  mental  agony  and  shock  to  these  sensitive  animals. 
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Educational  visits. — Control  of  Rabies  being  an  academical  subject, 
the  students  from  the  following  institutions  visited  this  institution  to 
whom  the  salient  features  arid  working  were  explained  in  detail. 
Demonstration  of  noosing  and  electrocution  were  conducted  for  the 
benefit  of  these  visitors.

Research  Scholars  from  the  Madras  Veterinary  College  come  to 
collect  organs  and  parts  of  carcasses  for  research  purposes.  Live  dogs  are 
given  to  Medical  and  Veterinary  Colleges  in  the  City  for  experimental 
purposes.  Apart  from  this  the  Thoracic  Surgical  Department  of  Christian 
Medical  college,  Vellore  are  supplied  with  live  dogs  for  experimental 
purposes. 

Conclusion. — Apart  from  the  work  done  in  the  City  limits  our  dog 
catchers  are  deputed  to  help  the  Thiruvothiyur  Municipality,  Villivakkam 
Town  Panchayat,  T.6.  Sanatorium  and  Meenambakkam  Aerodrome,  for 
catching  stray  dogs  and  they  were  brought  to  this  institution  for  electro¬ 
cution  on  payment  of  Rs.  0.25  nP.  per  dog.
